THE TROOPS AT TIEN-TSIN. 


Dates from Tien-tsin have been received via Chefoo and 
Shanghai to the 21st January, or fourteen days later than 
our last. 

The small pox prevailed, but our troops were not suffering 
to any considerable extent. Communication with Taku was 
impracticable, owing to the ice blockade, and the latest dates 
received by the garrison, &c., from England, was 10th October. 

There is no news from Peking, nor any special notice of 
Mr. Bruce or Mr. Wade subsequent to the last mail’s dates, 

General Collineau, of the French army, died on the 15th 
January, from the effects of small-pox primarily, but the im. 
mediate cause was palsy. Dr. Gordon, C.B,, principal medical 
officer, and Dr. Rennie, staff surgeon of the English army, 
were called in consultation, and they eoncurred with Doctors 
Gerrier and La Riviere, the medecins-en-chef of French troops, 
in viewing the case as one beyond the scope of human art, 

A subscription had been raised by Mr. McGhee, chaplain to 
the British forces, of $800, for distribution to the poor, which 
appears to have been done in a scramble, the result being that 
in the rush nine women and one child were killed, and several 
severely injured. 

The weather was comparatively fine, the thermometer ranging 
between 4 deg. and 20 deg. oie 

The following letters from our correspondent should _have

Gnugiters: To Hong 
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TreN-tsIN, December 28, 1860. 
‘The winter has fairly set in here, the frosts having been very 
severe during the last twelve days, so much 80, as to cut off all 
communication with the vessels in the anchorage off the 
Peiho ; a field of ice extending out to sea several miles from 
the Taku forts, The thermometer has been down to twenty- 
seven degrees below freezing. The Peiho was frozen over in 
oue night, and the following day the inhabitants were crossing 
from one bank to the other, and the soldiers amusing them- 
selves on the ico, Taken altogether tho health of the troops 
continues good, though a considerable number of deaths have 
taken place. Report says that the barrack accommodation of 
the men is not as good as it ought to be, and that if the weathor 
was warmer, scrious results would be the consequence of 

the manner in which they ac over-crowded, 7 
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The English mail of the 26th of October has arrived in the 
anchorage at Taku, but has not yet been able to communicate 
with the shore, owing to the ice, The Whe Star transport 
arrived about fourteen days ago with drafts from England, and 
the depots from Hong Kong, of the 31st, 60th, and 67th Regi- 
ments, in all about 600 men. Only 200. of them were got 
on shore, and the remainder, including Colonel and Mrs. Muter, 
of the 60th Rifles, are frozen out : 105 men of the 3st, and 
96 of the 67th Regiment composed the 200 landed. The de- 
tachment, after a weck’s detention at Taku, marched up to 
Tien-tsin, and arrived there on the 23rd inst., after a very 
severe march, with the thermometer down as low as 10 deg. 
One man, private Holt, of the 31st, was found dead in his bed 
the morning after arriving at Tien-tsiv, and he is supposed to 
have died from the effects of cold. 

Admiral Tope has made arrangements for the conveyance 
of the mail every fortnight from Shanghae to the Poiho, and 
from thence back again, but from appearances, it is doubtful 
that they can be landed. Vessels for this service have been 
detailed by the Admiral, and wiuter at Maitau, a small group 
of islands near Cheefoo. 

Mr. Bruce will, in all probability, proceed with tho Legation, 
and take up his residence at Peking about the end of February. 
This is an event which is looked forward to with much inte- 
rest, as it constitutes the last grand act in the drama which 
has been performing for the last three years in China, and on 
the mode of his reception may be said to depend the final ter- 
mination of the war. As far as appearances enable one to 
judge, everything at presept is progressing favourably. Hang- 
Chi, formerly Happo of Canton, is now residing at Tien-tsin 
as commissioner from Prince Kungs, for the interchange of 
communications, The Emperor has not yet returned to Peking, 
still residing at his winter palace of Je-ho, about forty miles 
from Peking. 

Two thousand French troops, under the command of Gene- 
ral Calinot, remain at Tien-tsin. 


Tien-tsIn, 7th Jan, 1861. 

My last communication was dated the 28th of December 
and contained the news of the English mail of the 26th of 
October having arrived in the anchorage off the Peiho, but that 
from the field of ice extending out for several miles it had been 
up to that date iinpracticable to land it at Taku. When tho 
letter referred to is likely to reach you is, of course, proble- 
matical, as, from last accounts, the mail in which it is con- 
tained remains at Taku, no opportunity having occurred of 
communicating with the anchorage. Oa the 29th ult. a Chinese 
courier was despatched to Cheefoo with the English and French 
embassy mails, from whence they would be takea by a French 
steamer to Maitau, thirty miles off, where the English flect is 
lying, and thence to Shanghai. ' 

‘As there is no prospect of communications being re- 
established with the anchorage off Taku until the winter is 
over, the troops (with the exception of two hundred men 
belonging to the 31st and 67th Regiments, that were fortunate 
enough to get on shore) that came up in the White Star have 
Deen transferred to HM.S. Urgent, and which has gone down 
to the auchorage at Maitau, where she will have to remain until 
the winter is over, and the landing at Taku practicable, which, 
it is supposed, will not be until the middle of March, or, 
possibly, later, owing to the dangerous masses of loose ice 
which will be then constantly passing down the river out to 
sea. 

This letter will go v4 Cheefvo by Chinese couriers, a limited 
mail having heen authorised by that route for the army ; but 
whether we are to be favoured with fortnightly opportunities is, 
of course, not known, the present being a special occurrence. 
Some hopes are entertained that at least the latter portion of 
English mails may be landed at Cheefoo, and sent up overland 
by the couricrs on their return to this place. 

There is no political news of importance to communicate. 
Reports are current amongst the Chinese that Sun-ko-lin-sin 
has met with a scrious defeat in an engagement with the rebels 
near Shantung—but the details are somewhat contradictory, 
and the news is not altogether reliable. 

The Allied legations will pr 4 to Peking, it is believed, 
about the end of February. Mr. Wade, Chinese Secretary of 
Legation, started for Peking a few days ago, and will remain 
there until the arrival of the envoys and their official reception 
is over, when it is stated he will proceed ou leave of alisence to 


























England, his health being a good deal impaired by a prolonged 
residence in China. 

Notwithstanding the frozen condition of the river, trade is 
busily carried on by sleighs, and proves how unnecessary were 
the fears entertained by the military authorities, that the army 
could not winter at Peking, owing to the difficulty of getting up 
supplies from Tien-tsin during the frost, when the opposite is 
the case, the ice actually affording greater facility for communi- 
cation and transport by the Peiho than existed during the sum- 
mer, the strong tides that impeded the progress of the boats 
being avoided while the river is frozen, Lord Elgin wished the 
army to winter in Peking, but, for the reason stated, his wish was 
overruled by the Commander-in Chief—a caution that in the 
absence .of specific information he was fully justified in exer- 
cising—but at the same time it seems strange that with a num- 
ber of able interpreters attached to the army, this very important 
fact was not ascertained by them, for the information and 
guidance of the Commander-in-Chief. The sleighs in common. 
use are small and exceedingly ingeniously propelled, namely, 
by a man standing at the back of the sleigh with a sharp 
pointed pole, which he places between his legs and thus pro- 
pels himself and heavy loads at tho rate of from six to ten 
miles per hour, according to the weight on the sleigh. The 
thermometer has been down as low as 20 or 30 degrees below 
freezing. There are about 250 sick in the military hospitals, 
but the general character of the sickness is not considered 
serious,

JAPAN. 

The steamer Carthage has brought us some important news 
from Kanagawa, showing that when the last mail left affairs in 
Japan were in a most dangerous state. Mr. Husken, the Secre- 
tary of the United States Legation, had been murdered at Yedo, 
and, in consequence of the commotions that existed, all the 
foreign ministers, excepting Mr. Harris, of the United States, 
had fied to Yokuhama, having first hauled down the flags of 
their respective nations, With a resolution worthy of all 
praise, the American, Minister, who seemed most in danger, if 
regard be had to the murder of his Secretary, alone remained, 
determined to perform his duty, and to defend himself to the 
utmost if attacked, for which purpose he at once caused the 
houses belonging to his Embassy to be barricaded. The 
contrast between such conduct, and that adopted by Mr. 
Alcock, who, frightened out of all propriety, lowered his 
country’s flag, and fled, caunot but be as great 8 source of re- 
gret to us, as it certainly will be one of pleasure to our cousins 
in America. Mr. Alcock appears to be in the right place, only 
so long as he has the safo ré/e of a despotic’ Minister to play, 
and can indulge his propensities iu fining and imprisoning his 
own countrymen for actions in which he himself, and his subor- 
dinates, have been in the habit of indulging; but the moment 
his own personal safety is concerned, his firmness, it seems, 
forsakes him, and he thinks less of his duty than he does of 
himself. This is not the sort of charactor which we require in 
a new country where so many circumstances calculated to try 
a firm and courageous man may arise. If Mr. Alcock had had 
a couple of ships-of-war to fall back upon, he would doubtless 
have acted otherwise, but such support is not always, at every 
hour in the day, to be relied upon, while it zs expected that an 
officer in our CoxsuL-GENERAL's positivn, should always have a 
little more reliance upon himself. 

At the time the mail left there were only two Prussian men- 
of-war at Yedo, the Thetis and Arcona, and their preseuce seems 
to have been not a little required. The Prussians had fortified 
the temple in which their Embassy was located, and no foreigner 
thought it prudent to leave his house, The details reccived are 
it is true, as meagre as they are unsatisfactory, in their nature, 
and it were to be wished that farther particulars had reached 
us; but it must strike everyone/as remarkably strange that out 
Minister should, in a moment of panic, have timidly deserted 
his post and duty, wuile so many Europeans, as well as the 
Prussian and American Embassies, remained at Yedo. We 
hope that further accounts will throw a more dignified light 
around the actions of our ConstL-GENERAL, who, as at present 
represented, appears to have acted in a manner altogether un- 
worthy of his high position. 
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CHINA, 
SHANGHAL 

We promised in our last to notice the North [China 
Herald's veview of the course of events in China during the 
year 1860, and now proceed to redeem our promise. We 
shall not follow our contemporary through his summary of the 
chief events of the war, which are so well known, vor dwell 
upon those points connected therewith, to which he takes ex- 
ception, but will at once proceed to the results which are likely 
to flow from the late contest. Upon this point our contempo-

«© We reasonably expect soon to have new ports open, and to be able to 
travel where we list into the bosom of this vast land. We hops to be able 
to buy teas in the most favoured plantations, and by placing them at once 
in foreign ships to avoid the iniquitous exactions of rapacious officials 
through whose hands each chest bas hitherto passed.

pe a Consulate-General will be established at Shanghai, and the 
difficulty thus solved. 

The latter suggestion is worthy of notice, and will, no doubt, 
hhave to be carried out before long. The next point deserving 
attention is the opinion of our contemporary regarding the 
much talked-of poverty of the Chincse Eupire, with reference 
to the smallness of the indemnity demanded to cover the 
expenses of the war :— 

“The idea that China is ridiculously poor, and only hangs together by 
chance, pervades Downing-street, and it was feared that any handling 
rougher than ordinary might break down the Govemment, and give the 
Celestial Empire over to the most frightful anarchy. ‘There is some 
truth in all this, and at one time, on the flight of the Emperor, the con- 
dition of affairs was perplexing enough. It would be bad for all parties 
were the last few that bind the Manchoo Government to the 
Chinese Empire loosened and destroyed, for we are not prepared or 
capable of building up any rule in China to take the place of the pre- 
seut one; the rebel power is so utterly objectionable that no hope could 
be built’on it, and the British Empire is large enough already without 
making any addition to its territory. And yet we would assert that the 
idea of the poverty of the Empire ie a mistake. We care but little 
whether no more than nine millions of taels reach the Emperot i 
not the poverty of the land, but the corruption of the mandarine that 
causes the scarcity of revenue. Had twenty millions been demanded in- 
stead of eight, it would easily, with a little longer allowance of time, 
have been paid without injury to the resources of the country. ‘The 
framers of the Treaty looked with mercy on the Chinese; they forgot 
altogether that the overtaxed people of England must pay whatever is 
left unpaid by their enemies.” 

t Our coutemporary’s review of the progress made by the in- 
surgents during the year is as full of details as it is replete 
with interest ; but our space will only permit us to notice 
briefly his estimate of the insurgents’ conduct. Their claims 
to be considered as Christians are treated with deserved con- 
tempt, and he sums up his opinions with the following telling 
seutence :

Mr, Wade will proceed home on sick leave, and Mr. Parkes, 
it is said, will take his place, Mr. Hart leaves the Customs 
and joins the Diplomatic. 

‘There is a talk of a steam communication between this port 
and Sun Francisco via Japan. It is stated that the saving of 
time iu the conveyance of the mails would be twenty days. As 
mutters now work the United States’ trade with Shanghai and 
Japan cannot afford a line of steamers, As the Japan trade 
imereases, aud British Columbia progresses, we think there wili 
be a steam communication that way when some safe, speedy, 
































and commodious means of overland transit shall be established 
from San Francisco to the Atlantic States, 

‘The three Americans who left Shanghai to proceed up the 
Yang-tse-Kiang, and whose probable fate we noticed in our last 
issue, are supposed to have been murdered by their boats’ crew, 
who are not forthcoming. It is suspected that they were en- 
gaged in an illegal traffic with the rebels at Suochow, and that 
they met with their deaths through jealousy on the part of the 
Chinese engaged in the same occupation. 

The North China Herald has a very good article on Mr. 
Moss’s case, in which it is stated that the Consular officers 
themselves in Japan were accustomed to go out shovting game 
even up to a few days before Mr. Moss was arrested. On the 
day of that gentleman’s capture, Mr, Alcock’s secretary arrived 
at Kanagawa for that very purpose, with Mr. Alcock’s sanction, 
So much for “ wilfully violating Japanese laws by shooting 
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Mr. Robert Fortune has brought to Shanghai a magnificent 
collection of plants from Japan. Ho will probably return 
there again in spring, and go from thence to the North of 
China, perhaps as far as to the Great Wall. 

Several explorers have recently arrived, and among them is 
Mr. Simon, agent of the French Government, sent out on a 
special mission, with sole reference to the products of China

The French Admiral has sailed for Cochin-China, taking with 
him six vessels with as many troops as could be accommo- 
dated. 

The Worth China Herald notices with disfavour Lord Elgin’s 
opinion that the Foreign Customs Inspectorate should cease as 
soon as practicable. His lordship, it seems, left without vouch- 
safing a reply to the communication addressed to him by the 
Shanghai Chamber of Commerce on the subject. : 

The Chinese authorities at Shanghai are extorting money 
from the native traders on the plea of defraying the expenses 
of the foreign troops and I:nperial soldiers kept in that city 
under the pretence of opposing the rebels. Two wealthy na- 
tives, under the severe pressure exercised, had couscnted to pay 
40,000 taels each, The practce has been laid befure the 
Consul, as tending seriously to injure the trade and commerce 
of the city. 

A correspondence of considerable importance has been pub- 
lished regarding the extra imposts levied by the Tavutai of 
Shanghai on opium, to provide for the Emperor’s necessities. 
Messra. P. and D.N. Camjee and Co., a first-class Parsee firm, 
have, in consequence of such proceedings, commenced an action 
in the Consular Court of Shanghai, against the Vong-so people 
implicated in the matter. The Chinese are not satisfied with 
the duty payable by the tariff, and therefore levy “ squeezes,” 
in addition to the regular duty. While engaged iu one of these 
operations, they sold up one of Messrs. Camajee’s constituents, 
and posted their hong, whereby they estimate the loss which 
they have suffered at tacls 18,300, about £6,000, 

NINGPO. 

The rebels have advanced to within sixty li of Hang-chow- 
foo, and are at a place called Hiu-hong. The Footai of Hang- 
chow has issued a proclamation, to the effect that all the 
Hang-chow people must lay in a stock of provisions, as he 
intends to keep the gates closed from the 7th to the 17th of 
February. The anthorities of Ningpo caught a rebel the other 
uight, who, on being promised a pardon, confessed that he had 
been sent down by the Toug Woug, or Eastern King, with 
nine others (seven men and two women), to fi out what 
chance there wus of being able to take Ningpo; also to arcer- 
tain how many soldiers the Taoutai had, &c. He says that 
ten of them came down from Nanking in a boat, aud that the 
other nine were over on the foreign settlement 

AMOY AND FOO-CHOW-FOO. 

There is nothing of any moment to record from cither of 
these places,

A correspondent of the China Mail at Swatow states that on 
the 15th January, the master of the Kent was on his way from 
Swatow to Double Island in the ship's boat with four men, 
when a gust caught the sail, and before sheets could be let go 
the boat, with about twenty fathoms of chain which served for 
ballast, sunk from uuder them. After nearly an hour's inter- 
val, the master and two of the men were picked up by a 
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Chinese passage-boat ; of the other two (H. Milligan and W- 
Bugg) nothing has since been heard. On the 6th the master 
of the Earl of Chester when going on shore at Swatow, was 
knocked down with a large stone, thrown iuto the water, and 
otherwise ill-treated. He was rescued by somo respectable 
Chineso, Ho is a quict man, of about fifty years of age, and 
gave his aggressors no annoyance whatever. Though known, 
they have not yet been apprehended, 

HONG KONG. 

The races for the present year were fixed for the 19th Feb., 
and two following days. Each day is apportioned seven races. 
The Governor’s Cup, which in former years formed ove of the 
prizes, is not in the present programme. 

The China Mail says :—"“Mr. Caldwell, in the face of what is 
considered here as unfair treatment, has protested against the 
way in which the inquiry is being conducted. His remon- 
strance, which is to be found in the reports, was ordered to be 
returned to him as rot sufficiently respectful in its language. 
A second which he sent in shared the same fate. The council 
have treated him unfairly, and they are exceedingly angry a 
being told so. His resignation of office—that of Registrar- 
General and Protector of Chinese—was sent in and not ac- 
cepted. The members of Council do not want to deprive them- 
selves of the power and pleasure of dismissing him. In the 
maeantime he has withdrawn from his duties. The Council 
meet in a month to receive any written defence he may furnish 
them with, reserving to themselves the right of cancelling what- 
ever displeases them. 

‘The expedition up the Yang-tze-Kiang was to start on 12th 
Fob. The vessels composing the exploring flcet include the 
Snake, Coromandel, Cowper, and Atalante. The Centaur and 
Roebuck will probably be taken up near Nanking, where they 
have Jain for some time back. At Chin-kiang and Kin-kiang, 
gun-boats will be stationed, The Admiral is said to have ex- 
pressed an opinion that a point about eleven hundred miles 
above Haukow may be reached by vessels of a light draught. 
The expedition will return about the end of March. By invi- 
ation of the Admiral, several Shanghae merchants accompany 
him on behalf of the public. Mr. H. 8. Parkes has proceeded 
from Hong Kong to join the expedition under Admiral Hope. 

A public meeting was held in the Club-house, the Rev. J. J. 
Irwin in the chair, for the purpose of establishing a “ Sailor's 
House” in the colony, and which was attended by the senior 
partners of the principal mercantile firms, and by a consider- 
able number of the other residents. The Chairman informed 
the meeting that already the amount subscribed had reached 
the large sum of $40,000, towards which Messrs. Joseph and 
‘Robert Jardine had each, before departure, presented the 
handsome donation of $10,000. After a motion made by the 
Hon. Mr. Percival, seconded by the Hon. John Dent, that such 
an institution should be formed; it was proposed to, and 
approved by thoso present, the trust be vested in the scnior 
partners for the time being of the firms, Jardinc, Matheson 
and Co. Dent and Co., and Russell and Co., with the Harbour 
Master—while the heads of the other chicf mercantile houses | 
in the colony were appointed directors for the current year, It 
was likewise moved and carried, that a donation of $100 shall 
constitute a life membership, and entitle the donor to a vote 
&t the annual meetings. Besides the chairman, the meeting 
was addressed by the Rev. Dr. Legge, Mr. MacAndrew, Captain 
Caldbeck, and Mr. Pollard. After a vote of thanks to the 
chairman, and a special vote to the Messrs. Jardiue, proposed 
by the Hon. Mr. Dent, seconded by Dr. Legge, and heartily 
responded to by all present, the meeting dissolved. 

Messrs. Dent and Co.’s steamer Lye-ee-moon, Capt. Hill, bas 
proved herself one of the fastest in the world, having made 
the passage from Hong Kong to Shanghae against the north- 
east monsoon in the unprecedentedly short space of 684 hours, 
and the return passage from Shanghae iu 62 hours. 

On the 2nd February, Licut-General Sir Hope Grant re- 
viewed the troops on the new territory of Kowloong ; the day 
was rather wet, but the appearance made by the various regi- 
ments was most satisfactory. 

The China Mail informs us that Mr. Moss was still at Hong 
Kong when the mail left, but that he intended shortly to pro- 
ceed to England, to bring his case before higher tribunal, 
Our contemporary observes that “ Mr, Moss has been made to 
atone vicariously for the faults of the whole community, and 
in that respect is a victim to the looseness of the Consular 
administration.”

The Daily Press takes Admiral Joues strongly to task for 
culpable negligence of the inhabitants’ health and lives, in 
having anchored his flag-ship Jinperieuse in the midst of the 
shipping in the harbour, and communicated freely with the 
shore, when he had 150 cases of small-pox on board. Tho 
ship could have anchored in safety in many places without 
being a source of danger to the inhabitants, and there were 
half-a-dozen unemployed gunboats to attend upon her; but 
the commonest precautions were disregarded, and officers and 
men have been landed from her, and her boats pulled every- 
where about the harbour, All the severe cases were put on 
board the condemned hulk Minden, which lies close in shore, 
the worst possible place for the sick, as well as for the healthy 
inhabitants in the town. Altogether, great carelessness, if not 
recklessness, appears to have becn displayed in this matter. 

CANTON. 

‘Tho following items we glean from the Friend of China :—~ 
The British ship Chapman is lying off Shamecn, under contract 
to convey emigrants to Demerara, and the Leonidas for Havana 
with coolies, 

Whampoa is remarkable now for the number of its graving 
docks, Formerly, Couper was the only proprietor of such 
establishments, Now, there are Hunt’s Docks, and Hall’s 
Docks, and Badenoch's Docks, and Thomas’s Docks, and I 
can’t tell how many besides, and for months past nearly all 
these docks have been continually in use. Last week I counted 
no less than eight hulls under repair, The shipchandlers there 
are Hunt and Co., Talbot, Devine and Co., and Blackhead and 
Co,, and there is a most useful floating establishment, viz, 
Kenward’s Disponsary ; Dr. Lewer, the only resident surgeon, 
occupying a shop close by. Of hotels there are three, viz, the 
Oriental, the Excelsior, and the Mercantile; attached to each 
being very good billiard tables and bowling alleys, 

The Amcricans and other foreigners manage to do without a 
Consul at Whampoa; but her Britannic Majesty finds it necess 
sary to keep the old hulk Alligator as a residence fur the Vice- 
Consul, Dr. Hance, and, what with one thing and another, he has 
enough to do, it is said, 

But the greatest institution of all is the Custom-house, 
located in a hulk near the spur end of New Town. Mr, 
Matheson, erst of the Ningpo firm of C. S. Matheson 
and Company, is the principal at present; Messrs. Smith 
and Johuston being deputies, with some dozen tide-waiters, at 
salaries ranging from $40 to $80 per month. Masters of ships 
and others engaged in transhipments make sad complaints of 
the way business gocs on here ; it being hardly possible, I be- 
lieve, to get package over a ship's side till about an hour or 
so before noon. 


COCHIN CHINA. 
BAIGON. 

It is said that the French expedition to this place will be 
composed of 4,000 men, under the command of General Mon- 
tauban. Hue, the capital of Aunam, is to be the principal ob- 
ject of attack. Some Spanish troops will he simultaneously 
despatched from Manila. The combined force is to rendezvous 
off Saigon, whence it is to proceed to Turon, and make a dash 
on Hue. When the expedition sails, Shanghai and Canton will 
be well nigh denuded of French troops. 

At the latest date the state of political affairs was said to be 


improving. 





SIAM. 
BANKOK. 

Advices from Bankok are up to the 9th February. As the 
Siamese steamer Chow Phya was leaving, a large Freuch trans- 
port steamer, name unknown, passed up the Monam, with the 
object, it was expected, of conveying the Siamesa Embassy to 
France.

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Sir James Brooke left Singapore on the 8th of February for 
Sarawak in his new steamer fainbow. In our next we shall, no 
doubt, be able to announce his arrival there and his preliminary 
steps, as also those of the Consul-General, Mr. St. John. 

The actions of Mr, Edwardes, Governor of Labuan, and 
Her Majesty's Acting Consul-General in Borneo, havo given 
rise to strong expressions of disapproval amongst all parties in 
the East acquainted with that settlement, although his proceed- 
ings have been disapproved of by the Home Government, and 
he has by this time been superseded in the post which he 
showed himself so incompetent to hold, yet the mischief which 
he has caused cannot be s0 easily repaired. 


We find the following comments in a long article in the 
Bombay Times and Standard :— To understand the full extent 
of mischief caused by his diplomacy, it must be borne in mind 
that he has so weakened and humbled the Sarawak Govern- 
ment, as to render it doubtful whether it will be able to keep 
in check the wild and piratical population under its flag. 
‘Whether the whole of Mr. Edwards’s proceedings are to be as- 
cribed to incompetence, or not, we shall not disguise the fact 
that darker motives are plainly attributed to him by our in- 
formants. He is said to have been jealous of the sago trade of 
Sarawak, and to have wished to divert itto Labuan, He was 
commonly believed to be hostile to Sarawak, and to be only 
awaiting an opportunity to deal a blow to its prosperity. The 
most inexplicable part of Mr. Edwards's conduct is the protec- 
tion he has extended to the chief, Sheriff Musahore, the mur- 
derer of Messrs, Fox and Steele. Mr. Consul St. John 
was so “satisfied of this man’s guilt, and of his danger- 
ous character that he wrote to the Sultan of Bruni, de- 
manding his surrender to take his trial before the Sara- 
wak courts. 4 This}letter of his predecessor Mr. Edwardes 
took upon himself to suppress, subsequently declaring his 
belief in the sheriff's innocence, and restoring him to his 
former position, This is the very man who figures as the 
leader of the hostile movement that now threatens Sarawak, 
the man who has already begun a cruel war against native 
tribes friendly to that settlement, and who boasts of the friend- 
ship and alliance of the Governor of Labuan,

SINGAPORE.

We sincerely trust that the health of 
the latter gentleman will be sufficiently restored to euable him 
to govern the Straits Settlements wit the vigour and sagacity 
that distinguished his career in Borneo. 


~ From Singapore papers we learn that on the opening of the 
Criminal Session on the 3rd January last, a prosecution on the 
part of Government against an European police-officer for re- 
ceiving bribes from gambling-houses, came to an unexpected 
termination by the Recorder, Sir Richard M‘Causland, declaring 
that the course pursued by the prosecutors was illegal, uncon- 
stitytional, harsh, and oppressive, and that a bill of indictment 
could ant be sent to the grand jury in the case alluded to, as 
the prelin‘nary investigation of the charges had been conducted 
before an irrestarty-constituted Court, that if the Government 
had determined of srogecuting the offender, the inquiry should 
have been made by sosistrate, and the witnesses should 
have been examined on 1,” We are sure that our readers 





in Singapore will regret the unfortunate issue of the affuir, for 
it is a matter of the greatest importauce that our police in the 
East should be kept as pure as possible ; and this result can 
only be attained by punishing numbers of the police most se- 
verely when convicted of dishonest practices. It is to be hoped 
that the authorities have commenced proceedings bofore a ma- 
gistrate in compliance with the Recorder’s opinion. 

The termination of the same session on the 17th January 
was marked by the presentment of the Grand Jury, which is 
characterised by the local press as a most judicious production, 
fully setting forth the various matters in which reform is needed, 
As we cannot enter fully into minor details we will merely 
allude to the subject affecting our mercantile community in all 
parts of the world ; we allude to the necessity of Government 
appointing a second professional judge and an assistant magis- 
trate to the present establishment of functionaries. When we 
state that the subject is of world-wide interest, we must remind 
our readers that probably more civil cases, actions for damages 
caused by collisions at sea, breaches of contract between ship- 
pers of goods and ship owners in all parts of our dominions, 
besides other interesting cases, including those between ship- 
masters and seamen, come before the judicial authoritics of 
Singapore than in most of our foreign ports; it is absolutely 
necessary, therefore, that ample provision should be made for 
the administration of justice in such an important place as 
Singapore. 

A monthly magazine has been started at Singapore, of which 
our contempotary, the Straits Times, speaks with high praise. 
The gem of the number is said to bea paper on “The Mercan- 
tile Year, 1860.” 

It is proposed by the Government to erect a new market on 
the bank of the Singapore River. The site is an admirable 
one, and if well designed and constructed, the market will be 
one of the cleanest and healthiest in the world. 

House property is becoming very valuable, if we may judge 
from the fact that rentals in the business part of the town 
have been in many cases boubled. 

A movement is going on among the scmi-barbarous people 
of the southern end of the Malayan Peninsula, which, if suc- 
cessful, will have the effect of consolidating under one govern- 
ment all the petty states not tributary to Siam. The nobility 
of that portion of the Peninsula are about to restore to power 
Tunku Alee, the ex-Sultan of Tohore, and for this purpose 
tho chieftains of Moar, Rainbow, Jehole, Pahang, and many 
influential Orang-Kaya of Tohore, have prepared a force of 
30,600 men, fully armed, to carry out their intention. Sultan 
Alee has consented to put himself at the head of this force, to 
carry into effect the wishes of the chicftains, and it was ex- 
pected that the army would be in the field by ‘the 5th March, 
to carry out, by force, if necessary, the plans that had been 
determined upon. The consolidation of these petty states 
would probably have the effect of developing on a more cx- 
tended scale the mineral, agricultural, and commercial re- 
sources of the southern portion of the Malayan Peninsula. 

The Nimrod was about to leave Singapore for England, the 
gun-boat Beagle, from China, taking her place. 

Famine prevails even in the Straits. The people in the in- 
terior of Malacca and Nanning are said to be starving, owing 
to the failure of their paddy crop. They have also suffered from 
a buffalo murrain. Subscriptions to alleviate their distress aro 
solicited by the Straits journals. 

The Siam steamer Viscount Canning, soldat— on the 6th 
inst. for 74,500 dols: 

A rumour has obtained currency that the Local Government 
intends to, buy the, Young Queen and turn her into a Stato 
yacht. 

The improvements now commenced in the shape of a sea- 
wall from Johnson’s Pier to New Harbour, will, it is estimated, 
cost $100,000, When the wall is completed as far as Mr. 
Guthrie’s property at Tanjong Paggar, Mr. Guthrie undertakes 
its construction to Bain’s Hill; at this point Mr. Bain takes up 
the work, and continues it to Mr. Purvis’ property at New Har- 
bour. Mr. Purvis completes it to his wharf. When this is ac 
complished, it is proposed to construct a tramway the wholo 
length, so that goods may be landed at the wharves at New 
Harbour, and brought to the square in trucks.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 


Tea.—At Shanghai the amount of business trancacted in this article 
during the past fortnight has been very small. Settlements are, 1,450 
chests, making 6.420 chests for the month, and 61,940 chests for the 
‘season to date against-213,900 chests at corresponding period Inst year. 
The stock on the market ainounts to 8,900 chests, of which 4,600 are 
fair to common Hohows, 2,400 common Congous and Hoochow kinds, 
and 1,900 Fionery Pekoes. In Greens, purchases for the fortnight arc 
3,134 half-chesis ‘of China and 1,016 half-chests Japan Teas, making to 
date 67,300 hulf-chests of the former and 29,630 of the latter kinds. 
"These purchases have been effected at about former rates. At Foo-chow- 
Foo the transactions comprise -Congou : 7,00 chests and 8,500 half 
chests, at 9 to [2 taels for trashy and ordinary, 12} to 16 taels for ordi- 

to good common, 15} to 19 taels for but middling to middling. 
Oolong: 700 half-chests inferior to fair cargo, at 16 to 18 tacls, Flowery 
Pekoe! 350 chests at 25 to 80 tacls for interior to medium. Leaving @ 
stock unsold upon the market of 24,000 chests Congou, 1,700 half-chests 
Oolong, 1.50) chests Flowery Pekoe, and 2,500 boxes Scented Teas, 
At Canton ‘and Macao the transactions are next to nothing. 

Raw Sits.—Aiter the departure of last mail the holders reemed more 
anxious to realise medium and inferior grades, The subsequent arrival of 
further unfavourable news from Europe caused purchasers for a time to 
hesitate, but this was not followed by any fall in prices. The belief in 
the future smuall supply of good silks for the remainder of the season made 




















the dealers very firm, and they now demand fully last mail’s rates; in 
deed, on some few parcels of rather better classes an advance of 5 to 10 
taels per picul has been paid. ‘The purchases of the fortnizht amount to 

000 bales, making the total settlement to date for Europe (Japan and 
China silk), 70.000 bales. against 48,500 bales for 1859-60; America 
(Japan and China silk), 1,400 bales, against 1,100 bales for 1859 60.

The feeling generaily is good—the stock in the hands of dealers is known 
to be small—supplies have lately been trifling, and hopes are entertained 
that upon the resumption of business a good trade will be done, especially 
if the opening up of the Yang-tse and of the Peiho, lead to the results 
which are generally looked forward to.

She remainedon one 
side, and was towed up the river. Though completely out of shape she 
does not leak. 

The Weser, bound for Saigon, with stores for the army, run into a 
small river ebout the 16th Jan.,in very thick weather, which is full of 
mud banks and rocks, and struck. She is expected to become a total 
wreck, but the greater part of her cargo will be saved. 

The Captain ofthe Myrtle, which lefi Hong Kong in Junclast for Siam, 
has arrived in Singapore in a China junk. and reports that the vessel was 
wrecked on the coast of Cochin on the 8th June during a typhoon, and that 
he and the crew reached the shore in the long boats but were driven to 
sea again, it being well provisioned.

RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sr. Pererspure, March 22. 

The Emperor's pet project for the emaucipation of the serfs 
is at length ripe for execution, and the official communication 
is published in the shape of an Imperial manifesto, dated on 
the 19th of February, but only printed and sent out three 
days ago. In this proclamation the Emperor says :—* Pro- 
vidence has reserved to me the satisfaction of fulfilling the 
testamentary intentions bequeathed to me by my ancestors for 
improving the condition of the serfs throughout: the empire. 
I commenced this great national work with the most implicit 
confidence in the co-operation of the nobles, and my expecta- 
tions have been perfectly realised. The new law ensures to 
the serfs the most complete liberty and freedom, and guarantees 
the aristocracy their full rights of property in landed estates, 
but they are bound to leave the peasants in their present occu- 
pation of the farms they hold, and other lands provided by the 
new law, in consideration of certain regular payments of rent. 
During the period of transition, the serfs will be called ‘ pro- 
visionally bound peasants.” At the same time, the peasants 
shall enjoy the right of purchasing the farms and lands they 
eccupy, and even other estates, with the consent of their 
present proprictors, in which case the peasants will become free 
landholders. This new order of things must be carried out 
within two years, till the expiration of which period the 
peasants will remain in their present state of dependence on 
the landed proprietors, and have to fulfil their duties without 
any opposition. I rely with confidence on the good sense of 
my subjects.” 

‘As might be expected, the publication of this important 
document, in volving, as it does, such a complete revolution in 
the hereditary system of this empire, has not failed to make 
everywhere the most intense sensation, which, of course, finds 
its full expression in the daily press, The Morthern Bee is 
amongst the foremost in greeting the mensuro with the most 
enthusiastic welcome in an article which commences in this 
way :—“ Down on your knees, oh! Russians—down on your 
knees and thank the Almighty for this supreme and incom- 
parable happiness vouchsafed to us, for this extraordinary event 
without a parallel in the annals of history, for this golden 
page which adorns the national records of this country!” The 
article then proceeds to dispel any fears that may be enter- 
tained of tumultuous excesses produced by the publication of 
the Imperial manifesto, adding that those who have such mis- 
givings on the subject have a very unjust and imperfect know- 
ledge of the national character of the Russian people, which 
in such important events is always shown by the most philo- 
sophical equanimity and composure, in proof of which the 
writer of the article quotes the patient demeanour of the 
Russians during the serious famine in 1840, as well as when 
the country was visited by the dire infliction of the cholera 
morbus and otker national calamaties, and fecls assured that 
the good sense of the people will teach them to bear with 
dignified composure and self respect this immeasurable happi- 
ness as they evinced when they had to submit to the above 
misfortunes. At tho end of the article the writer—who signs 
himself “Michael Pogodie "—proposes to form a capital, “ con- 
tributed from the first copecks earned by free labour,” for 
the purpose of erecting a new church at Moscow, to be dedicated 
to the national patron saint (St. Alexander Newsky), in which 
an eternal lamp shall burn, and where public prayers and 
thanksgivings be for evermore offered up for the welfare and 
happiness of the magnanimous Czar, “in commemoration of 
this public act, which immortalises his name, and will glorify 
his reign to the end of time.” 

General Count Murawieff-Amoorsky, Governor-General of 
Siberia, has arrived here from his seat of government, for tho 
purpose of again imploring the Emperor to accept his resrg- 
nation, on account of ill-health. It will be remembered that 
the General wished to lay down his appointment last year, and 
was only induced to go out again to Siberia at the personal 
request of the Czar, Since then, however, his health has 
again declined so much as to make it imperative on him to 
remove to a more genial climate than that of Irkutzk. The 
Emperor has now granted his request, and accepted his resig- 
nation, nominating him at the same time to be Member of the 
Imperial Council of State. His functions as Governor-General 





of Siberia will be performed provisionally by his second in 
command, Major-General Korsakoff 

From Siberia we learn that a further extension of the tele- 
graph ison the poiut of being completed. It is the section 
between Tjumen aud Omsk, a distance of 632 wersts, or more 
than 400 miles, at an expense of 39,120 silver roubles, being 
just 100 roubles, or £15 per English mile, which is, no doubt, 
much cheaper than a similar work would cost in England. It 
is thought here extromely probable that the overland telegraph 
through Siberia to America will be completed before the pro- 
jected line by the Nurth Atlantic between Great Britain and 
the Western Hemisphere via Iceland aud Greenland. 

Sir J. Crampton, hitherto H.B.M.’s Ambassador at this court, 
has had an audience of tho Emperor, to deliver his letters of 
recall, and at the same time Lord Napier, his successor, who 
has arrived here with his family from the Hague, had an 
audience of the Czar to present his credentials. 

Lieutenant-Colonel E. Stanton has received his exequatur as 
British Consul-General at Warsaw. 

The following is a sunmary of the Imperial Manifesto pro- 
claiming the emancipation of the serfs, dated the 3rd of 
March :— 


“ The proprietors of landed property preserve the right attached to the 
same. 

“ The landed proprietors are, however, to cede to the peasants for their 
permanent use the dwellings with the ground, which wall be allotted to them 
anew by law, in consideration of the payment of dues. 

“ During this state of things. which will form a transitory period, the 
peasants are to be designated ‘tributary peasants.’ 

“The peasants are permitted by law to purchase their dwellings, and 
with the consent of the landlords, the land also. 

“ The peasants will then become free landed proprietors. 

“ This new order of things is to be carried out throughout the Empire, 
within two years, and until then the peasants remain in their former state 
of dependence upon the landlords.” 

A committce has been appointed for the uniform regulation 
of the affuirs of the serfs. It will be presided over by the 
Grand Duke Constantine. The Imperial manifesto has pro- 
duced a good impression at St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

The Nord announces that Colonel Baluzek, one of the Emperor 
Alexander's aides de-camp, who took an active in General Ignatiefs 
negotiation with the Chine-e Government, has gust been appointed Resi- 
dent Minister from Russia to the Court of Peking. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmstenpaM, March 23. 


The most important political news I have to communicate 
to-day is the formation of the new Ministry. In my last letter 
I informed you that the King had sent for Mr. Thorbecke, and 
charged him with the responsible task of forming a Cabinet, 
but that gentleman, meeting with unexpected difliculties, gave 
up the attempt. Equally fruitless were the endeavours of 
Mynheer Rochussen, the late Colonial Minister ; and it was 
not without surmounting numerous obstacles that Baron van 
Heemstra has succeeded in furming the Ministry, which is now 
finally composed, as follows :— 

Baron J. P. P. van Zuylen van Nyefelt, to be Minister for Foreign 
Affairs (formerly at the head of the same department), vice Baron van 
der Goes van Dirksland, resigned (not to be confounded with his distant 
relative the Count of that name, whose initials, moreover, are different, 
being J. P. J. A.). The Baron was Minister for Foreign Affairs from 
October, 1852, to April, 1853. 

Mr. J. A. Jolles, late Advocate-General of the Provincial Court of 
North Holland, to be Minister for the Ecclesiastical Affairs of the Reformed 
Church, vice Mr. J. Bosscha, resigned. 

Mr. M, P. H. Strens, member of the Second Chamber of the States 
General, to be Minister for the Ecclesiastical Affairs of the Catholic 
Church, vice Mr. J. A. Mutszers, resigned. 

Baron Huyssen van Kattendyke, Captain R.N., to be Minister of 
Marine, vice Mr. J. S. Lotsy. resigned. 

Mr. M. H. Godefroi, to be Minister of Justice (was head of the same 
department in the late Cabinet). 

Baron S. van Heemstra, to be Minister of the Interior (head of the 
same department in the late Cabinet). 

Mr. J. Loudon, hitherto Secretary-General of the Colonial Depa: 
ment, to be Minister for the Colonies, vice Mr. J. P. Cornets de Groot 
van Krayenburg, resigned. 

Mr. J, G. H. van Tets van Goudriaan, formerly Minister of the Interior, 
to be Minister for Finances, vice Baron S. van Hall, resigned. 

Major-General E. A. 0. de Casembroot, to be Minister of War (head 
of same department in the late Cabinet). oy 

It will thus be seen that only three members of the late Ad- 
ministration have seats at the new Ministerial Council table. 

In accordance with the principles of the Constitution, fresh 
elections will take place for seats in the Second Chamber of the 
States General, in consequence of saeir occupants having ac- 
cepted office, as folluws:—At 7Wolle, vacant by the appoint- 
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ment of Baron van Zaylen, van Nyevelt to be Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and at Roermond to elect a successor to 
Mynheer Strens, or re-elect that gentleman, should he come for- 
ward again as candidate. 

At the same time an election must be held to appoint a 
successor for the responsible office of Advocate-General of the 
Provincial Court of North Holland, vacant by the promotion of 
Mr. Jolles to be Minister. 

In consequence of the above Ministerial arrangements, Mr. 
J. P. Feith, hitherto Referendary of the Colonial Department, 
is appointed Secretary-General of that Ministry, vice Loudon, 
promoted to be Minister for the Colonies, and Baron van der 
Goes van Dirksland is to receive a high appointment at Court— 
report says Grand Master of the Ceremonies—to console him 
for the loss of his office as Minister. 

An interesting legal question has been mooted whether Mr. 
Loudon, the new Colonial Minister, is a Dutch subject or not. 
It appears that his father was an Englishman, settled at Java, 
who continued to reside thero for some time after that island 
was restored, in 1811,to the Dutch sovereignty, and eventually 
removed to Holland. According to the law of the 28th of 
July, 1850, he is not a natural born subject of the King of the 
Netherlands, his father not having been domiciled in this 
country for a longer period than three years, when Mr. Loudon 
was born, which event is said to have happened whilst his 
father resided in Java, If this account is correct, Mr. Loudon 
is, to all intents and purposes, a British subject, and, con- 
sequently, cannot be appointed Minister in this country or even 
hold the office of Secretary-General, which he has held for 
some ‘years, it being a well-known fact that a natural born 
Englishman cannot lose his nationality under any circumstances 
whatever ; whilst the fundamental law of 1815 expressly 
restricts the office of Minister of State to Dutch subjects 
“born within the limits of this kingdom, or its dependencies.” 

In answer to the above objections, the New Rotterdam 
Courant states that Mr. Loudon was born in Holland in 1824, 
long after his father had resided here three years and become 
naturalised; so that, if the above-named journal makes this 
statement from authority, there can be no doubt of his being a 
natural born Dutch subject, and, tacrefore, perfectly eligible 
to hold the high office conferred on him by the confidence of 
his sovercign. 

The Netherlands Trading Company has issued the following 
notice concerning the reduction of freights on shipping 
chartered by them for voyages to Iudia and back :— 

“The Netherlands Trading Company hereby gives notice to ship- 
‘owners that, commencing with the charters signed from the beginning of 
March, the hitherto usual freight on Government return cargocs will be 
paid, but with @ reduction in the primage hitherto added, which will be 
an future 5 per cent. instead of 10 per cent. 

“The reductions in freight, on account of the size of the ships and 
number of voyages they have made, remain in undisturbed force. 

“« It is further ordered that in future all veascls having sailed from a port 
in Holland direct to Java previous to the end of December, 1859, and 
wishing to be offered to the Netherlands Trading Company for charter, as 
well as ships not yet freighted, shall be bound to place the whole of their 
tonnage at the disposal of the company. 

be Netherlands Trading Company reserves to itself the right of 
making whole, or partial, or no use of the tonnage offered, at the freight 


of 30 florins per Jast in full for the usual goods, with the usual reduction 
for heavy articles.” 


From the above it appears that the return freights are re- 
duced 6 per cent. These freights, however, still amount to 
one hundred and ten florins per last of two tons, with the 
usual reductions for vessels that have made more than nine 
voyages, or are of the inconvenient size of more than 800 
tons measurement, which for the year 1859 were subject toa 
reduction that left a profit to the company of four florins 
thirty centimes per last. The favoured shipowners who charter 
their vesscls to the Government—or the company, which is 
much the same thing, as it is all oue concern—have, however, 
no reason to complain, when we learn by the most recent 
advices from Java that vessels were offering to load produce at 
the different ports of that island at cighty to eighty-five florins 
for coffee and sugar to this country, whilst not long ago vessels 
might have been secured at as low a freight as thirty-five florins! 
And yet the shipowners make a great cry out against this 
trifling reduction as an innovation that must infalliably lead to 
the utter ruination of the national shipping interests, forgetting,

country and the colonies, Holland may be considered an 
essentially maritime country—perhaps, in respect to its size 





and population, quite as much so as England. Shipping is « 
favourite investment for capital. Children are accustomed to 
the sea from their earliest youth—the interest taken in the 
different yacht clubs and regattas are quite national; whilst 
the country to which Peter the Great came to loarn practical 
shipbuilding has always been famed for the solidity of con- 
struction and the general safety and seaworthiness of their 
vessels, And yet fears are entertained that the above-named. 
reduction in the primage will open the door to parsimonious 
economy in fitting out vessels in future, and the supply of 
second-rate materials, such as cordage, sails, and chain cables, 
aud tend to lower the standard and reputation hitherto en- 
joyed by Netherlands vessels in the estimation of tho rest of 
the maritime world, 

In the meantime, the noisy opposition of the shipowners 
appears not to have been totally disregarded, for the Netherlands 
Trading Company are again making inquiry for further tonnage 
for India, at the usual freight, but with the former primage of 
10 per cent. The vessels tendered must be ready for sea by 
the 10th of April, and those on their passage out must be 
placed at the disposal of the company’s factory at Batavia on 
or before the 10th of August next. The clause relating to the 
obligation for the outward cargo is totally abolished, The 
company further advertises for tenders for a vessel of about 
four hundred tons to take a cargo of light measurement goods 
and fifty lasts of heavy commodities from Holland to Sumatra, 
and bring back a return cargo of colonial produce. To be 
ready to load on the 9th of April, either at Rotterdam or 
Amsterdam, as may be required. Offers open till the end of 
this month. 

H.R. the Prince of Orange is appointed Inspector-General 
of the Cavalry. : 

The steam corvette Amsterdam, Capt-Licut. J. P. Muller, 
sailed from Nieuwe Deep on the day appointed for her de- 
parture to the East India Station, under the usual salutes from 
the batteries. The three Malays, Siding Serang, Kasiderie, and 
Pa Suno, who were lately convicted of piracy in this country, 
and were sentenced to death, but received a pardon from the 
King, were sent home in the Amsterdam, and not in the troop- 
ship Hercules, as stated in my last, counter orders having been 
received by telegraph just as the latter vessel was getting under 
way. 

Captain J. Bouten, commander of the merchant ship 
Kosmopotict, lately arrived from the East, has had conferred on 
him the insignia of Knight of the Order of the Crown of Oak. 

The Senate of the Free Hanseatic City of Bremen has ap- 
pointed Mr. Rudolph Heinsen, merchant at Shanghai, and Mr. 
George Wilhelm Schwemann, merchant at Foo-chow-Foo, to be 
Consuls for that republic at the above-mentioned ports respec- 
tively. 

The Danish Government has appointed Mr. T. C. Heuck, 
merchant at Honolulu, to be Consul for the Sandwich Islands. 

Mr. Hirschfeld, lately appointed Danish Consul at Swatow, 
having died on his passage, the Consulate is again vacant.

MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

Since the inauguration of Lincoln as President of the United States, on 
the 4th inst., the public mind has become more quiet, though, so far as 
can be seen, political troubles look as unpromising as ever, especially the 
hopes of the re-union of the States, which have become divided. Con- 
tations, the New Tariff Bill before Congress passed both 

few days of its close; it was modified in some respects. 
‘The tax on tea and coffee was struck out ; still it is a very objectionable 
and oppressive measure ; although it will act strongly against many descrip- 
tions of English and French manufactures ; it fails to give satisfaction to 
the commercial classes, as its main features look to the protection of manu- 
facturers at their expense. It was considered unwise and impolitic to 
adopt such a measure in the present divided condition of the States, espe- 
cially as the policy of the Confederated States of the South looks to a 
policy of free-trade. It will also fail, as all high or prohibitory tariffs do, to 
yield’a revenue. . é 

Since my last letter the money market has been without material altera- 
tion, the rates in the main ruling pretty steady, at 6 to 7 percent. on call, 
and first-class paper, at 7c., 8c., and 9c. 

‘The new (8 millions) United States Loan, which was taken at 904c., 
has since been sold at 9ic. to 91jc. for those with coupons annexed, and 
at 93c. to 93}c. for the registered description. 

The previous Bank statement exhibited the enormous balance of 
$38,000,000 in specie, about $121,000,000 loans, and $89,000,000 de- 

sits. The returns this week show $34,000,100 in specie, $119,000,000 
in loans, while the deposits remained about the same. Sterling exchange 
rules steady, at 1053c. to 106c. for Bankers’ Bills, and at 105{c, for Mer- 


chants’ Bills, 
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‘The previous buoyancy in Bast India and China goods, previously no~ 
ticed, has been sustained. ‘The enhanced duties on spices has improved 
Prices for many descriptions, as also the value of linseed, &c. 

‘Tra has been in more general demand, and prices for both green and 
Diack have become quite firm, Sales of oolongs and low grades of green 
have been made at an advance of two cents per Ib. within the past week 
orten days. The market closed with a buoyant feeling. We also re- 
port 2,000 short oolong, and 2,500 ditto green at full prices. 

Tr is in better demand, and higher prices are pai for both Banca and 
Straits; 600 and 700 pigs of the former were told at 26c. to 27c. each, 
now held at higher rates, and 900 ditto Straits at 26c. cash. The imports 
during February embraced 12,000 pigs, against 8,000 last month, 

Ivpico is in some better inquiry, though sales have been limited; 
about 25 t of Manila, and a small lot of Bengal Sa private terms. Iin- 
ports for February were 261 cases and 751 ceroons of all kinds, against 
‘71 cases and 824 ceroons for the same time last year, Small sales of 
opium were making at $5 62kc. to ¢5 S35c.; 200 bales gambier at 2}.

JAPAN AND THE WESTERN POWERS. 
[From the New York Herald. 

Our last news from Japan was not of a very satisfactory character, 
‘There was a great stagnation of forcign trade, owing chiefly to American 
gold being rated by the Japanese at sixty-five cents per doliar, and silver | 
itzabus, which are really worth only thirty-three cents, being estimated at 
forty cents, Such an inequitable arrangement with regard to the currency 
is in itself an insurmountable drawback on the purchase of Japanese 
wares, and the foreign merchants out there have consequently to rely more 
upon their imports than their exports. We, however, trust that very soon 
we shall hear of an adjustment of this vexed question, by the agency of 
the late Embassy to this country, the leading members of which devoted 
considerable attention to the subject, particularly at the Mint in Philadel- 
phia, where they spent two entire days in witnessing the process of 
assaying their various coins. There is no doubt but that a strong 
party exists in Japan hostile to foreign intercourse, and that at pre- 
sent the country is passing through a revolutionary ordeal in respect 
of opening the empire to intercourse with the Western nations. ‘That 
the Liberal party will wiumph in this age of the world fs certain, but we 
are sorry to sce that the conduct uf the English Consuls at Yeddo and 
Kanagziva has been such, both public and private, as to give the Conser- 
vatives fair ground for a good argument. In their official capacity these 
gentlemen have been extremely orbitrary and obnoxious, and in private 
hfe they have displayed a libertinism which cannot be other than a re- 

roach ‘to the British nation. One of these has recently distinguished 
“himself, uot only by the crime of seduction, but of murder, for he shot the 
father of the woman he had wronged, 

‘The recent exploits of the British and French in the Esst are, how- 
ever, working such a prodigious effect upon the native mind that the 
Japanese stand in awe, and are afraid to say even bah to the British goose. 
In this impression the visit of their countrymen to the United States can- 
not but confirm them, for the Japanese had here afforded them a good idea 
of the powertul machinery which may be brought to play in modern war- 

















fare, and of the small chance of deceiving or frightening us their canvaes 
fortifications would It it is quite possible, however, for foreign 
nations to gain all the advantages of trade with Japan without resorting to 
a threatening policy, or invading the sanctity of Japanese homes, and it 
is very discreditable to do either, and will tend more to prejudice the en— 
tire Japanese community, but particularly the conservatives, against us 
than anything else. It is but a poor victory if the West takes advantage 
of the weakness of the East to commit uncalled-for offences ayainst 
Government and society there. a good thing to have power, but it is 
a still better thing not to abuse it. 

The Japanese, we observe. are contemplating sending an Embassy to 
England in the ensuing summer, but they are for the moment at a loss 
for a vessel and a crew to make the required voyage. They have asked 
Mr. Townsend Harris ifthey can get either or both from the United States 
Navy, but Mr. Harris was unable to answer so unexpected a question. 
‘That, by hook or by crook, the Japanese will send an Embassy to England, 
we, nevertheless, fee! convinced, and that they will extend the compli- 
ment to France and the other nations with which they have executed 
treaties is no less probable. They may perhaps adopt the plan of killing 
two birds, or more, with the one stone, and allow the Embassy alluded to 
to make the round of the courts of Europe. Such a diplomatic excur- 
sion would make the realm of the Rising Sun something more than a 
nine days’ wonder, and very likely set an example which would be fol- 
lowed by the Celestials of the great tea land. ‘The capture of Peking has 
elevated Asiatic opinion of “outer barbarians,” and increased the prestige 
of all the Western Powers. Russia would not have been able to nego. 
ate the treaty she did at the close of last year only for British 
and French arms. It the national failing of England, however 
to be aggressive rather than conciliatory. John Bull is easily put into a 
high state of dudgcon, and then he will listen to nothing but the beat of 
the drum and the cannon’s roar. Eng and and France have paid the bill 
which has bought Russia ber tract of what was a few weeks ago Chinese 
territory, and her advantages of communication with all China; and, 
omitting the cost of entertaining the shaven headed Japanese, we 
gain more in the East by the arts of peace than the allies have by resort- 
ing to war. We look with no jealous eye to this proposed Embassy to 
Great Britain. The bamboo-complexioned gentlemen will doubtless be a 
source of intense curiosity, and an ample fund of arurement wherever 
they go; and it isto be hoped that both the visitors and the visited will be 
the better for the arrangement.

PROPOSED CHINESE COLLEGE AT SOUTHAMPTON. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph. ) 

Sirn,— Mr. Godwin, of Newbury, who docs me the favour of trans- 
mitting his letter to Mr. Stcbbing, formerly resident here, was the first to 
suggest the establishment of a Chinese professorship at King’s College, 
London, and the first 10 encourage it by giving twenty guineas towards it. 

The late Sir George Staunton, Bart., M.P. for the southern division, 
who was thoroughly conversant with Chinese matters, and liad been pre- 
sented to the Emperor at Peking, in Lord Macartney’s embassy of 1793, 
assisted this project, on my application, by a donation of 100 guineas, and 
by his extensive influence effectually promoted it. Upwards of £2,000 
was raised. His Royal Highness Prince Albert, with his intuitive foresight, 
and uniform appreciation of everything important and consequential, gave 
his £100, The East India Company and the Right Hon. the late ford 
Bexley, £200 each; Mr. Lancelot Dent, Messrs. Coutts, and the late 
Duke of Portland, £100 each ; his grace having subsequently sent me 
#50 for Chun di Quang, a Chinese Christian convert, who the Bishop of. 
Victoria took back to Hong Kong with him. After a while the principal 
of King’s College informed me Lord Clarendon had then appointed six 
teen of the Chinese students to place in China, Dr, Stace’s sun, returned 
from Hong Kong, told me he “knew them all.” Mr. Forrest and Mr. 
Edkins (mentioned by Lord John Russell in the Commons’ debate, last 
night, on Colonel Sykes's motion ), student interpreters in the British em= 
bassy, are of the number. I remember Sir George Staunton saying— 
« ‘Those young men may rise up to stipends of £2,000 a-year.” 

As far as pecuniary impulse goes, this may stimulate some of our  risiry 
generation” to acquire a language spoken by upwards of three hundre 
millions of our fellow-creatures, and which might be infinitely more useful 
to themselves and others than the study of dead and obsolete languages 
and, with reference to the higher aim— Protestant missionary otive—I 
cannot better descrite it than in Mr. Godwin's words, “ The bare con- 
templation of a civilised but unchristianised population embracing one- 
third of the whole human species, bom to the same immortal destinies as 
ourselves, but strangers: to the same glorious hopes, almost bewilders the 
mind with conflicting emotions; but, amidst the alternation of hope and 
anxiety, one conclusion is certain, that such a harvest of souls now presents 
itself fo the spiritual husbandman as never before has courted and never 
again will court the sickle until that day when the angels shall be the 
reapers; and cold, indeed, must be that heart which does not thrill with 
trembling exultation at the thought of being allowed to assist, however 
humbly, in gathering these precious sheaves into the heavenly garner.”” 

A gentleman who accompanied Lord Elgin to Japan leads me to hope 
the most accomplished Anglo-Chinese scholar, Mr. Wade, the seeretary to 
the British Legation at Peking, on his return, and with the aid of native 
literati, might undertake the object Mr. Godwin’s letter propounds, fam 
not sure Cambridge Alma Mater may not be competing with her juvenile 
sister at Southampton for the “ Professor.” A “ chair” might very well 
be instituted at cach of these _“ Universities.” I have written to Mr, Wade. 
Some may infer from Mr. Godwin's letter the Hartley Institute has funds 
for effecting it, Had not the original legacy, by law expenses, &c., been 
reduced from 4103,000 to £40,000, subject to a further abstraction of 
£8,000 legacy duty, all the objects the will specified might have been 
carried out, ‘It can now only be done by the supplemental aid of contri- 
butions.

Srm,—As a former inbabitant of Southampton, still retaining a grateful 
remembrance of much kindness received there from all classes, I have 
never ceased to watch the progress of your town with interest, and to hail 
her prosperity with pleasure. Of course the munificent bequest of Mr. 
Harley has not been regarded by me with indifference, and the oppor- 
tunity which it appears to present, of promoting, not only the interest of 
science and literature, but of raising the position, and augmenting the in- 
fluence and resources of your town, has induced me to trouble you with 
the following remarks. 

‘Among the many exellent purposes to which the fund bequeathed and 
the institution so happily inaugurated by our noble Premier may be made 
subservient, I know of none more consonant with the design of the bene 
factor—more beneficial to the town—or more extensively useful, than the 
appropriation of a portion of the building, and a part of the income to the 
cultivation of Oriental literature ; more particularly to the diffusion of a 

ical acquaintance the Chinese language. 

‘A very small contribution would suffice for this purpose, all that is at 

esent required being a class-room, one or two private rooms, a portion of 
the library, and an allowance of £230 per annuim for the salary of the pro- 
fessor or teacher, and for incidental expenses. 

‘The Peniusular and Oriental Company, having selected Southampton 
for their great English port, it is important for your town to maintain this 
enviable distinction She should at once arise and show herself worthy of 

igh destiny of being the grand emporium of the East. She should 
provide and render as accessible as possible all that can be required by 
those who seek communication with that quarter of the globe, especially 
information o every kind, both commercial and statistical. As Govern 
ment Commissioners, merchants, missionaries, and travellers would embark 
from her port, they would naturally feel disposed to sojourn where they 
could be supplied with that knowledge which would conduce to the suc 
cess of their future plans, and Southampton should place herself in a posi 
tion to offer them this advantage, and to render it more available by means 
of resident consuls, interpreters, and agents. Nothing would so effectually 
enable her to tulfil this, her proper mission, as the establishment of a good 
chool, where the language should be taught by a native Chinese, ora per- 
son familiarly acquainted with it by residence in that country. This would, 
doubt not, be the commencement of an Oriental College; mercantile 
establishments, Government institutions, and possibly missionary schools, 
would follow. 

Yam happy, in conclusion, to state that should the town of Southamp- 
ton be disposed to adopt my proposal, I have reason to believe that one of 
the first Chineee scholars of the day, now resident in China, and holdinga 
very important office in the British Legation there, with the assistance of 
native linguists, would not be indisposed to place his invaluable services at 
your command.

I dare say the efforts of these praiseworthy persons 
made little or no stir at the time, yet those who have lived in China, and 
where the necessity for a high-toned class of interpreters is 80 clearly 
seen, can scarcely exaggerate the importance of the system of student 
interpretership to Engiand’s commerce, and to what some may deem of 
more value—her honour as a natiun. 

“T reter to the Chinaman you mention, Chun ki Kwang, as an instance 
‘of the slight dependence to’ be placed generally on Chiticse educated in 
the English language for the object of promoting the better or Christian 
intercourse of the two nations. In the absence of the bishop, Mr. Chun 

arrelled with the Colonial Chaplain, and quitted the roof of St. Paul's 
College, betaking himself to the trading part of Hong Kong. Here he 
got quite entangled in merchandise, in the trallic of sugar-candy, dried fish, 
and opium. 

“Tam convinced that if there were more mutual knowledge of each 
other's language, wars with China would be more difficult to get up. As 
with individuals, angry words and the argument ad lominem spring 
‘oftenest from misunderstanding.” 


CHINESE PIRATES. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 
Sin,—The author of Twelve Years in China” has lately favoured the 
public with a pamphlet, “Is Our War with the Tartars or the Chinese 2” 
and Lord John Russell with a letter on the same subject. 


It is not my purpose now to show that Mr. Scarth’s advocacy of the 
Chinese rebels, is in a great meagure unwarranted, and based on what | be- 
lieve to be imapertect information, although I admit that Mr. Scarth has had 
opportunities to acquire more knowledge of some rebels than others could, 
still he must excuse me from believing that he rather outsteps the limits of 
modesty when he expresses himself ashe did in a letter which appeurcd 
some time ago in the Globe, that he is possessed of ‘a knowledge of it 
(the Chinese question) that must be far in advance of that of most people 
in this country.” Nothing like boldness and assurance to ensure fame and 
success ; still a little prudence is recommendable, and arguments advanced 











uuld be founded on facts. My attention has lately been drawn to several 
cases of pinicy committed against foreign shipping on the coast of China, 
and this induces me to notice Mr. Scarth’s pamphlet, at page 14 of which 
he says, “and the only instances known of their (pirates) attacking vessels 
under a foreign flag were when these vessels were employed in convoying 
native junks.” The best answer to this is Art. LUI. of the recent Treaty, 

iz., “In consideration of the injury sustained by native and foreign com- 
merce from the prevalence of piracy in the seas of China, the high con- 
tracting parties agree to concert measures for its suppression.” It is here 
admitted that piracy is injurious to foreign as well as native commerce, 
and no one acquainted with the recent history of China can doubt tbat 
such is the fact, 

Within a «twelve years’ residence” piracies have occurred on foreign 
shipping, causing loss of property and lives. I have no means at hand to 
ascertain every case, but recollect some cases, viz., on the Celestial, Mar- 
qaret, Emma, Privateer, Torrington, Petrel, Polly, Omega, Caroline, 
Zephyr, when in search of the Nymph, which in 1853 had a narrow 
2scape, and is supposed to have finally fallen into the hands of pirates and 
avery one on board murdered by them, at or near, I believe, Wangchew, 
and numerous other cases, to say nothing of vessels never heard of, the 
fate of which is very doubtiul. 

You, Mr. Editor, may perhaps recollect the murder of the Rev. Messrs. 
Lowrie and Fast, Mr. Vaucher's attack, and narrow escapes of others, 
such a3 Messrs, Pages, Orense, Evans, and Dumayne. The case of a 
French lady detained for some time by p other cases, might be 
stated if I could refer toold Chinese newspapers : be it enough for to-day 
to remind you of the case of a Dutch vessel, loaded with coals, boarded 
by Chinese pirates, who, on finding the cargo not tempting enough, con- 
gratulated the captain on not being an Englishman, as, in that case, they 
would have murdered him and his crew. 

As the coasting trade of China will fall more and more into the hands 
of foreign shipping, and thus displace a number of native sailors of their 
employment, it is not unnatural to suppose (considering also the natural 
propensity of the Chinese) that piracy may increase to a great extent ; 
and it is, therefore, necessary that the public should know the actual facts 
about it. As to those pirates who assume the Taiping war-flag, and call 
themselves patriots, they undoubtedly deserve great credit for having, even 
in China, discovered the standard of international law now applied in some. 
other parts of the old and new world—a sure indication of the progress of 
civilisation !

Sir,—In one of the last numbers of your valuable paper I met with a 
correspondency from Hamburgh, in which it was reported that very un- 
favourable news about the Prussian Expedition to Japan was received 
from Singapore, especially that besides malignant fevers, scurvy and 
small-pox, &., had done great injury to the crew of the Elbe. As phy- 
sician of this vessel, I consider it my duty to contradict those reports » 
which are wholly untcunded. During our stay at Singapore there was 
the best state of health on board of all vessels in the harbour. Only in 
the last days, after a stay of twenty-two days, when the Elb was at New 
Harbour in dock, the crew was affected by climatic fever, that common 
prowess of acclimitisation to which almost everybody is subjected in tro 
(sary climates. Not a single soul died on board, and even in Mong Kong 
harbour, where the epidemical Hong Kong fever was prevalent in Sep- 
tember and October, not a single loss has been undergone. You will 
favour everybody who is interested in our fate, sir, if you would kindly 
admit these Lines into your highly-estimated paper, aud even more still, if 
you would state that the report of the loss of the Thetis with nearly almost 
ull hands, given by the Morth China Herald (October 21) is a mere 
fiction of some idle talker. Allow me, sir, to sign myself,

LORD JOHN RUSSELL ON MR. MOSS'S CASE. 

Orriciax people all the world over, so far as their own actions 
are concerned, havo rarely been wanting in the effrontery to 
maintain that “ What is, is Right.” It is a pleasing doctrine, 
no doubt, but to extend it to its legitimate results, it is neces- 
sary that officials, with reference to the actions of those who 
differ from them, should declare its converse to be equally true, 
and, consequently, when required to do so, they never hesitate 
also to affirm that “ What is, is Wrong.” To accomplish this 
effectually, their will is not greater than their power. They can 
generally have things their own way; they can colour and 
represent them just as they please; and when called upon to 
show that they are in the right, they take especial care to pro- 
duce only so much regarding the points in dispute as to prove 
their opponents to be entirely in thé wrong. Nay, more, they 
will even go the length, as Mr. Duntop has lately shown us, 
when the other side are not to be silenced, of “ cutting and 
“ garbling ” their statements, and presenting extracts to establish 
acase which they were originally intended to disprove. To con- 
tend against men possessing such great advantages is, it must 
be confessed, a hopeless task. But, although what has been 
said and done may remain unaltered, truth is great, and it will 
prevail; and, therefore, with a view to brush away froma plain 
subject the dust by which it has been obscured, a few remarks 
may not be deemed out of place with reference to Lord Jonn 
RussE1u’s statement in the House of Commons on the case of 
Mr. Moss. 

We are happy to observe that his Lordship does not directly 
defend Mr. Aucock’s conduct. He merely tells us what that 
official thought and did in this matter, without expressing any 
opinion as to the legality of his having added three months’ 
imprisonment to a sentence already decreed. Few are deemed 
so learned in constitutional law as Lord JoHN RUssELL, and we 
should therefore like to hear whether, in his opinion, Mr. 
Axcock did not in this case take upon himself to exercise a 
power which is denied even to Majesty in this country. If any 
one in England were sentenced by a magistrate for any offence 
to pay a fine, and such were considered insufficient as a punish- 
ment, could even the highest authority in this kingdom add to 
that sentence aterm ofimprisonment ? And can what is illegal 
here be said to be legal when performed by a subordinate au- 
thority in Japan? It is evidently to be understood that what 
the Forzion SecrETARY advanced on this head is to be regarded 
simply as Mr. Avcock’s statement, which can easily be shown 
to be as inconsistent and illogical as his conduct was un- 
doubtedly contrary to all law. To do this, the plain facts only 
are needed. Three merchants sat on Mr. Moss's trial, in con- 
junction with Captain Vyse, A finding was arrived at by the 
latter official, in the justice of which those merchants could not 
agree, and, consequently, as assessors, they refused to award 
either fine or punishment of any kind. Captain Vysr alone 
found Mr, Moss guilty, and, contrary to the opinion of the 
assessors, delivered the sentence, acting, it is generally believed, 
under instructions from his immediate superior in authority ; 
and because the assessors could not concur in the seutence, Mr. 
ALooce, his Lordship is reported to have said, declared that 
“ they wore not competent to give an opinion on the innocence 
“or guilt of the accused,” and was highly indignant that they 


did not blindly punish Mr. Moss whether he was guilty or not- 
This, according to the Foreign Szcrerary, is Mr. Atoock’s 
statement, and it appears to have passed unchallenged in the 
House of Commons. But it will be clear to all people, whose 
faculties are not obscured by pride or passion, that those mer- 
chants, sitting as assessors, must have been appointed to asseag 
something ; that the mere fact of their being assessors implied 
that they were to form their own opinion as to the innocence or 
guilt of the accused; and that to tell them that they were 
placed there to concur in a sentence, whether it were right or 
wrong, aud in the justice of which they were not competent to 
decide, was nothing but a piece of supercilious ignorance or pre- 
sumption. 

‘Well may Lord Joun Russert decline to offer any opinion of 
his own as to the legality of auch proceedings as these. From 
the beginning to the end of them, officialdom in Japan, with 
persistent folly and wrongheadedness, resolutely refused to go 
right. Even when they had everything their own way, and they 
desired to go right, they went wrong. Captain Vrse sets aside 
the opinions of the assessors ; Mr. ALoock disregards the opi- 
nions both of the assessors and of Captain Vrsz ; and when the 
victim is fas; in their power, the warrant for his imprisonment 
is informal in three different ways. It is dated ten months 





before the sentence was passed ; it is founded on the authority 





of an Order in Council which had been repealed ; and it directed 
the Chief Justice at Hong Kong to deport Mr. Moss to England, 
after the term of his imprisonment had expired. After this we 
should be prepared for anything coming from Japan. The 
wonder is that these Japanese Dracos, in the garb of English 
Consuls, did not order the Chief Justice to decapitate their pri- 
soner first, aud deport him afterwards, for he had just as much 
authority to execute the one sentence as the other. Luckily for Mr. 
Moss, the seat of judgment at Hong Kong was not occupied by an 
Atcock, but by a magistrate who knew and respected the extent of 


| his power and jurisdiction. When every step in these proceedings 


is, as we have shown, marked either by the grossest folly, error, 
ignorance, or contempt of law, it is hardly surprising that the 
Foreten Secretary should refuse to give the papers connected 
with them until he had first submitted them to the law officers 
of the Crown, The inference to be deduced from this is cer- 
tainly open to doubt, for it may be supposed the papers will not 
be given at all, if the opinion of the law officers should prove 
unfavourable to Consular authority in Japan. That, however, 
remains to be scen ; but it is impossible not to remark that the 
mere fact of their having been so submitted points directly to 
the conclusion that Lord Joun Russex himself entertains serious 
doubts on the question, 

It is not difficult to raise a cheer in the House of Commons 
when a pompous philauthropical platitude is uttered there re- 
garding overbearing and offensive conduct on the part of the 
strong towards the weak, Mr. ALcock knew what he was about 
when he deliberately charged the English residents with “ think- 
“ ing themselves entitled to set at defiance the laws and customs 
“ of Japan.” He was furnishing the Foreten Szcrerary with an 
argument which he knew would prevail over every other con- 
sideration in Parliament, Mr. ALcock is, of course, cousidered 
to be right, and his countrymen to be wrong. He charges 
them, be it observed, not with defiant acts; he accuses them 
only of “thoughts.” But even here we can meet him on his 
own ground, and prove that be has utterly misrepresented the 
thoughts as well as the feclings of his countrymen in Japan. 
The protest which the merchants at Yokuhama addressed on 
the 10th of last December to Captain Vyse clearly demonstrates 





the desire of the English residents in Japan to live peacefully 
and amicably among the Japauese, and far from thinking them- 
selves entitled to infringe their laws, or to set their customs at 
defiance, they manifestly evinced in that document the liveliest 
desire to avoid offending even the minor prejudices of the people. 
All that Englishmen wish for in Japan is to be as free from il- 
legal arrest as they are in their own country, and not to be 
denied permission to exercise the first and highest privilege of 
mankind in defending their lives when endangered. It is easy 
for an officer like Mr. Arcock, when he finds himself in an un- 
pleasant predicament, to get up in his own defence a general and 
indefinite case of calumniation against those who disapprove of 
his proceedings ; but before that case is believed, the other side 
of the question should ia justice be heard, We would, there- 
fore, again express our hope, as we did in our last issue, that 
our countrymen in Japan may have an impartial hearing, and 
that they may not, by the national predisposition to decide in 
favor of the weaker party, be pushed unmeritedly to the wall. 
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THE DUTCH IN TIMOR. 

For many years past the Portuguese and Dutch have had 
settlements on Timor—the most easternly of the group of 
Sunda Islands, and within two hundred miles of the north- 
west coast of Australia—and been rivals in their several endea- 
vours to subjugate the native tribes and extend their own 
separate territory. ‘This state of continual antagonism natu- 
rally ended in disputes about their boundary line, which, how- 
ever, have lately been amicably settled by a State treaty 
between Portugal and Holland. Though this treaty was agreed 
to and signed by the two Governments as far back as 1855, 
great difficulty was experienced in obtaining the needful ratifi- 
cation on the part of the representatives of the nations 
severally, as the States-Geueral of Holland refused in more 
than one session to sanction it, so that the Bill was only passed 
last year, Our correspondent at Amsterdam, in his Ictter of 
the 22nd of August, 1860, in the London and China Express, 
No. 43, communicated the intelligence that the treaty had been 
ratified after receiving the sanction of the Portuguese Cortes, 
“which, however, was not obtained without a series of long and 
fiery debates, and a considerable show of opposition.” The 
publication of the treaty in the Dutch official gazette, the 
‘Staats Courant, did not, however, take place before the 4th of 
October last. 

Accor di ig to the stipulations of that treaty the frontier line 
runs between the provinces of Cova and Juanilo on the north 
coast, and Suai and Lakecune in the southern part of the 
island. Holland evacuates Pulo Cambing, a little fortified 
island opposite Dilly, the most populous place of the Portuguese 
settlement, and of great strategical importance, as it commands 
the sea approaches to that town. On the other hand Portugal 
cedes her claims to the islands of Flores, Adenara, Solor, 
Lomblen, Pantare, and Ombai, as well as the group of islands 
constituting the so-called Archipelago of Solor; as a set-off to 
which Holland remunerates Portugal with an indemnity of 
200,000 florins. 

Timor may fairly be called the most thoroughly neglected of 
all the Dutch possessions in the East, though it contains all the 
natural elements of becoming at some future timo a valuable 
and flourishing colony. How little is known in Europe of the 
population of the island may be gathered from the fact that in 
an oficial paper on Timor in a late number of the Tydschrift 
voor Nederl Indié, the number of inhabitants is stated on 
authority “to range between 95,256 and 2,757,119.” We 
have, however, reason to believe that the population is some- 
where about 700,000, of whom some 300,000, or nearly one- 
half, are subject to Holland, not quite so many are claimed by 
Portugal, aud the rest are governed by their own native rajahs, 
some of whom are suzerains of Holland, and others of Portugal. 
Some of these rajahs are “black Portuguese,” a local appella- 
tion signifying their descent from half-caste Portuguese. They 
are styled Rajah or Fettor, and in some instances even 
Emperor. Thus the Emperor of Great Sonnebait is one of the 
most powerful vassals of Holland, 

In the year 1852 the Dutch had a dispute with the Rajah of 
Lidak, a neighbouring chieftain, and an expedition was sent to 
Atapupu to chastiso him, in which they took his son-in-law—a 
Chinese—prisoner. But as the Rajah did not take this lesson 
to heart, and the Dutch longed to possess his territory, on 
which some very valuable copper mines had lately been dis- 
covered, a larger military expedition was fitted out in 1857 at 
Kupang, the chief town of the Dutch settlement, situated near 
the south-western point of the island. The expedition em- 
barked on the 26th of July, and was composed of a battalion of 
infantry with some artillery and engineers, the whole under the 
command of Col. L. J. Kroll, Before attacking the Rajah of 
Lidak they made a detour to chastise Bakikooi, the Fettor of 
Takaip, another neighbouring chieftain, who had formerly been 
@ fief of the Emperor of Great Sonnebait, but thrown off his 
allegiance, asserted his independence, and to prove it, had 
undertaken a predatory expedition, and exacted tribute from 
the natives under the protection of the Dutch flag. On the 
26th of August they came up with the enemy, ensconced be- 
hind their bamboo palisades, who received them with a sharp 
fire, Judging from the comparatively large number of Dutch 
Officers killed and wounded, they appear to have been good 
shots, but were soon driven from one position to another till 
they had retreated to Soni Leo, the capital of Bakikooi. This 
kampong was also soon taken and burnt, but the victory cost 
the attacking party more than twenty men killed and wounded. 
‘The inhabitants sued for mercy, but the chieftain had retired 





to the mountains with a handful of his light troops, and deter- 
mined to harass the Dutch in their flank, as his wife confessed, 
who was made prisoner. After destroying several kampongs and 
laying waste the country, the troops eventually retreated after @ 
campaign of fifteen days, but the Fettor continued to assert his 
independence, and it was only last year that he sent in his 
adhesion to the Dutch from his inability to vanquish Oppohava, 
who claimed to be the legitimate Fettor of Takaip. 

After this somewhat doubtful success the greater part of the 
troops were sent back to Java, and there only remained two 
companies of the 10th battalion of Javanese, a detachment of 
Europeans, twenty-one in number, thirty negroes, and the 
armed band of music, with two small mortars, and these were 
embarked in September under Col. Kroll, and reached Atapupu 
the next day. After a weary march among the mountains they 
nearly fell into an ambuscade, but perceiving the danger in 
time, a peloton under the command of Lieut. Timmermans was 
sent to dislodge the enemy, which that officernot only effectually 
did, but followed them in their retreat for more than two hours, 
when he found they took refuge in a fortified kampong on a 
steep rock 200 fect high. Finding it inaccessible in front, he 
proceeded round to the other side, and attacked it with such 
briskness that the besieged surrendered themselves prisoners 
after a short defence, when the kampong was burned. 

Early the following morning Col. Kroll continued his march 
over very rugged and broken ground till he came to the range 
of mountains, on the summit of which was situated the chief 
kampong of the Rajah of Lidak. Here he found the ascent 
most dangerous and difficult. In many places the soldiers had 
to sling their muskets to climb up the rocks on all fours, ex- 
posed all the while to a galling fire from the enemy, well 
skeltcred behind breastworks, and concealed in caverns, from 
which they could take a good aim as the attacking party slowly 
toiled up the mountain, It was here that Capt. Hamers and 
two Europeans were wounded, and three native soldiers killed. 
When they arrived at length at the kampong, the Rajah and 
his men abandoned it for a still more elevated position, which 
the colonel twice attempted to take by storm, but without suc- 
cess, He then set fire to the kampong and destroyed the 
enemy’s stores of provisions and water, ultimately making good 
his retreat, though with a loss of thirty men. The withdrawal 
of this column without accomplishing the object of its mission 
may be considered as something very like a defeat, and the 
Dutch accounts of the affair acknowledge their want of success 
and loudly praise the great bravery exhibited by their 
opponents. In the afternoon they reached their camp. The 
troops were drawn up in a square, and the tents for the 
wounded, the baggage, and ammunition, were placed on tho 
left wing. A guard of five-and-twenty men was placed over 
the camp, and sentries posted near the well. Close to the 
camp was a bamboo jungle which seemed impenetrable. Just 
before dusk, when the troops were reposing quietly after their 
hard day's work, they were suddenly alarmed by the cries of 
the sentinel on duty at the well, and found themselves sur- 
prised by a band of four hundred natives, who had approached 
them uuperccived by creeping noiselessly through the jungle. 
Lieut. Timmermans repaired immediately with his section to 
the post of danger, but most of his men, having never yet been 
under fire, fairly ran away, leaving him with but a very few 
soldiers to bear the brunt of the attack, till the colonel had 
time to form his men and proceed to his relief, in which he did 
not succeed without further very serious loss ; and indeed the 
number of their killed and wounded was so great, that after 
ultimately routing the natives, it was found expedient to retreat 
immediately further towards the coast, destroying their ammu- 
nition stores and baggage in order to move more quickly, and 
after a very difficult march all night arrived at Atapupu the 
next day without further adventure. The official despatches 
glossed over the real discomfiture of the expedition, and spoke 
only of victory and inflicting summary chastisement on the 
Rajah, 

Of the real state of the case the public in Holland were long 
kept in the dark, and it was only by chance that the true cha- 
macter of this episode, which gives a lively picture of military 
life in Netherlands India, leaked out from a comrade of Lieut. 
Timmermans, whose description of the affair differed greatly 
from the official bulletins. The reason that induced him to 
publish a truthful statement of the events of the expedition 
throws further instructive light on the military operations of 
the Dutch in the East. After the return of the expedition 
against the Rajah of Lidak, the whole of the officers—with the 
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single exception of Lieut. Timmermans—received the decora- 
tion of the Military Order of William. As all the comrades of 
this officer protested against his exclusion from the distinction 
they had all fairly earned, he sent in a remonstrance on the 
subject. Col. Kroll then sent for him and advised him to 
withdraw his complaint, or else he should be compelled to 
charge him with cowardice, as he had with hia section run 
away when tho natives surprised the camp at the well. Licut. 
Timmermans was of course indignant at this accusation, as it 
was well kaown he had stood the brunt of the attack with but 
few followers, after the greater part of his men had been panic- 
struck, and continued to make head against the enemy till the 
troops had formed and come to his relief. So far from retract- 
ing his remonstrance, Lieut. Timme: mans now insisted on being 
tried by a court-martial, which was granted him, and he was, 


after a long and patient investigation, most hcnourably | 


acquitted. In consequence of this Col. Kroll quitted the ser- 
vice, and Timmermans, who in the meanwhile had been pro- 
moted to the rank of captain, was not only decorated with the 
Order of William, but received the insignia of the Order of the 
Crown of Oak also. Whilst it is our pleasaut duty to record 
that subaltern officers have the means of obtaining redress 
when wronged, on the other hand it is lamentable to coutem- 
plate the moral condition of a service where such acts of petty 
jealousy are practised by superior officers ou their juniors. 
Though the above particulars—which we have derived from 
what we consider reliable authority, and have every reason to 
believe strictly correct—relate to an expedition in itself but of 
secondary importance, they serve to throw a peculiar light on 
the elements on which the Dutch supremacy in the East Indies 
is based. We see here a few Europeans, with a handful of 
negroes and native troops composed of Javanese sepof's, subju- 
gate one after the other native rajahs of the samo religion and 
the same origin as themselves. In this description of desultory 
mountain warfare the original lords of the soil appear to be a 
match for their foreign subjugators, who act upon the some- 
what doubtful principle of divide et impera. As it is in small 
things so itis in more important ones, Were the Javanese, 


combine together for their mutual security and defence, or 
should ever some priuciple be discovered—such as the Maho- 
medan religion or some fixed political dogma—to awaken 
among them the necessity of a union of their joint resources, 
the Dutch supremacy in the East would be found to totter aud 
be far more weak and untenable, as well as less prepared to go 
through such a fiery ordeal as that which Great Britain expe- 
rienced, and from which she came out so thoroughly triumphant 
in the late memorable mutiny in India. 


BANKS CONNECTED WITH CHINA AND THE 
FAR EAST, 
No. IIL. 

In previous numbers we have given detailed accounts of the 
Oriental Bank Corporation and the Agra and United Service 
Bank ; we now have to notice a Bank which originated in 
Western India, but has since established itself in London, and 
struck out for itself a more extensive field of banking opera- 
tions than was afforded by the original location in the presi- 
dency of Bombay, 

THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, LONDON, AND 

CHINA. 

This Bank was originally formed in Bombay in Oct, 1853, under 
the auspices of the present Chairman, William Howard, Exq,, then 
Advocate-General. Its subscribed capital of Rs. 5,000,000 or 
£500,000 sterling, was paid up during the first twelve months 
of its existence. 

At the eud of the first half-year, with a small paid-up 
capital and heavy preliminary expenses, it realised a net profit, 
of £3,769, which amount was carried forward towards the for- 
mation of a reserve fund. For the second half-year, a dividend 
at the rate of 6 per cent, was declared, and the sum of 
££41,032 carried to the reserve fund. Without going more 
ully into the carly details, it may be stated that the Bank 
continued steadily to prosper, paying regularly dividends at 
the rate of 8 per cent. until the half-year ending 30th June, 
1857, when a dividend at the rate of 14 per cent. was paid, 
after completing the reserve fund to £50,000, the amount to 
which it was limited by the deed of settlement. 

It is true that at that time, and subsequently in January, 
1858, the directors took upon themselves the responsibility of 
a departure from the strict letter of the deed of sctticinent, 
in so far as they did not divide the whole of the surplus 








been paid up to the satisfaction of the Cominis

profits, but they felt that, were the Mercantile Bank to con. 
tinue, it would be prudent, considering the very extensive 
scale of its business, to ask the sanction of the shareholders 
to their eventually increasing the limit of the reserve fund 
from 10 per cent. to'20 or 25 per cent. upon the capital. 
Having completed tho reserve fund, they commenced the 
plan of carrying forward ‘large amounts of unappropriated 
profit to the account of the next half-year ; and the prudence 
of the step was fully demonstrated by subsequent events. For 
the half-year ending December, 1857, a dividend at the rate of 
16 per cent. was declared, and £38,860 carried forward, 

During the four and a-half years the business of this Institu- 
tion was carried on in the name of the Mercantile Bank of 
India, London, and China, a return was made to the share- 
holders in the shape of divideuds of 42 per cent. on their 
capital. 

A Royal Charter of Iucorporation having been obtained on 
22nd May, 1858, necessitated the withdrawal of the head office 
of the Bank from Bombay to London, where it is now esta- 
Dlished, under the title of the “Chartered Mercantile Bank of 
Tudia, London, and China,” with a Court of Directors, consist- 
ing of seven members, including the Chairman and Manager, 
who holds office ex officio. 

We now come to the great commercial crisis which occurred 
at the end of 1957, and from the effects of which it would be 
unreasonable to expect that the Mercantile Bank, with its large 
business, could have escaped entirely uninjured. ‘The losses 
sustained, however, were far exceeded by the profits, and were 
less than might have been auticipated from the largeness of 
its tyausactions and the severity of the crisis, For a short 
time numberless and most exaggerated rumours were cireu- 
lated on this subject, which had the effect of sending the price 
of the shares at onc time below par. They soon rallied, how- 
ever, and regained their former position, and with but slight 
fluctuations have since always stood at a good premium. 

By the Charter, the new Bank was precluded from com- 
mencing business until one-half of its capital (£250,000) had 
ioncrs of the 
Treasury, the same to be evidenced by a certificate under the 
hands of any two of them for the time being. This certificate 
was granted to the Corporation on the 22nd day of May, 1858, 
and the Bauk then opened in London for the transaction of 
business. 

The following are the dates on which the capital of the 
Bank was paid in London :—1858: 11th May, £250,000 ; 
26th July, £60,000 ; 21st October, £50,000 ; 19th November, 
£40,000; total, £400,000. The remainder of the capital, 
ing a total of £500,000, was paid up early in 1959. 

‘The Bombay Agency opened on the Ist July, 1658; the 
Calcutta Agency, Ist August ; the Madras Agency, Ist July ; 
the Ceylon Branch, Ist July; the Singapore Agency, 1st 
August; the Hong Kong Branch, Ist July; the Sianghai 
Branch, 14th July, 1858; the Mauritius Brauch, Ist April, 
1859 ; and the Penang Agency, on the Ist Feb., 1860. 

The first ordinary general meeting was held in London on 
the 30th May, 1859. The profits then shown for the portion 
of the half-year during which the Bank had been at work, 
after paying its charges, and all preliminary expenses cone 
nected with obtaining the charter, amounted to £15,109, 
which was appropriated amoug the sbarchulders, being a divi- 
dend at the rate of 6 per cent. on the capital, but £9, 15s. per 
cent. on the amount actually employed during the half-year, 
Mr. G. P. Robinson, who had been manager of the old Bank in 
Bombay, was clected a director, In their second aunual re- 
port at the meeting held on the 22nd May, 1060, the accounts 
submitted showed a net profit (after providing for all bad and 
doubtful debts) of £74,650, which was appropriated as fole 
lows :— £50,000 for a dividend at the rate of 10 per cent., 
£20,000 carried to a reserve fund, and £4,670 to the next 
account. 

The premises hitherto oceupicd by the Bank in Old Broad- 
street having been found too small for thé increasing business 
of the Company, a lease of a portion of the building in 52, 
Threadueedle-strect, formerly known as the Mall of Commerce, 
was tuken on favourable terms. 

‘The accounts of this Bank are audited half-yearly by pro- 
fessional auditors, which affords greater security to the share- 
holders and the public than an annual examination. 

The third ordinary annnal meeting will be held in May next, 
to reccive the report of the directors and the financial statement 
for the year 1860, which is not yet published, but a dividend 
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of 10 per cent. per annum has been paid for that year, the di- 
rectors having the power of declaring the dividends. The 
allowance for the six directors is £1,800 perannum. 

The chicf manager, Mr. Alexander Anderson, was engaged at 
its formation, and is now abroad on a tour of inspection ; his 
seat being filled by the Inspector and General Manager, Mr. D. 
TT. Robertson, who was also engaged in the Bank at its formation 
in Bombay as chief accountant. 

The balance sheet for 1860 is not yet published; but at the 
close of 1859 it was as follows :—

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Rep Seca Tevecrarn.—(18.) Lord Srantey of ALDERLEY, in 
moving the second reading of this Bill, explained that its object was to 
ensure to the shareholders in the undertaking the benefit of the Govern- 
ment guarantee, which had been given, but in reference to which the law 
‘officers of the Crown had advised that come technical difficulties existed, 
‘The Bill was read a second time.—(19.) The Earl of ELLENBoxovucn 
said some better means should be provided for communication between 
this country and India.— Lord STANLEY of ALDERLEY said that the prin- 
‘cipal object of this Bill was to correct a clerical error that had been made 
im the contract between the telegraph company and the Government.— 
The Earl of ELLensoaoucH said it was impossible that any efficient tele- 
graph could be laid down without an agreement being come to between 
the Governments of England and Turkey upon the subject. The Bill 
then passed through committee. - (21.) On the order for the third read- 


ing of the Bilt Lord Lyvepen said he hoped that her Majesty’s Govern- i 





ment were prepared to say that would not enter into any futere 
engagement of asimilar character a, this or any other company without 
notice to Parliament. The Earl of Carrungss wished to express his 
opinion of the danger incurred in guaranteeing any company connected 
with submarine works. At one time submarine cables were su to 
tobe indestructible; but he could say, from experience as a director of a 
telegraph company, that they were not. Mr. Robert Stephenson gave it 
as his opinion that the experience we had of these cables was unfortunate 
as rej their destructibility, though he thought they would ultimately 
be laid over a large portion of the world. Some had worn out or become 
much decayed in five years, some had endured for ten, and it was probab‘e 
that others would last for twelve or fifteen years. The construction of an 
overland telegraph cost £90 a mile, of a submarine £300, and of an 
underground £120, The maintenance of an overland was £8 per an- 
num, and of a submarine £25. These figures showed the great expense 
of a submarine as compared with other telegraphs.—Lord Sranvey of 
ALDEHLEY said that her Majesty's Government had learnt a lesson from the 
unfortunate case of this Red Sea Telegraph, and that they would not give 
any guarantee to any future company for the construction of any electric 
lines without presiously submitting it to Parliament, and letting the public 
have a full knowledge of all the circumstances. The Bill was then read 
athird time.—(22.) This Bill received the Royal Assent. 

Goveanor-Generatsntr or Ixpta.—(18.) In answer to a question 
from Lord Lyveven, Earl De Grey and RrgoN stated that arrangements 
had been made for continuing Lord Canning in the Governor-Generalship 
of India for a few months beyond the usual period of five years. 





HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Navy Estimates.—({11.) The House having resolved itself into a 
Commitiee of Supply on the navy estimates, Lord C. Pace prefaced 
the usual exposition of the severa votes by some general remarks upon 
the state and condition of our naval force. The total amount of the 
estimates for the year was £12.029,175, against £12,836,100 for last year, 
which sum, however, included several extraordinary items of charge.— 
Sir J. Paxincron reviewed at some length the principal topics embraced 
in the speech of Lord C. Paget, adding remarks upon the discipline of 
the navy.—Mr. Raxrex called attention to « comparison of the strength 
of the British and French navies, as a reason for reducing the estimates. — 
Sir M. Seymour, Mr. Liddell, Mr. Bentinck, and Mr. Lindsay, took 
part in the debate, as did also ofr. Bright, who believed that the estimates 
might have been reduced by three or four millions.—On the subject of 
the number of men in our navy, Sir J. ELPHINSTONE said that between 
2,000 and 3,000 seamen, in a high state of efficiency, were coming home 
from China, and he would suggest that they should be retained in the 
place of an equal number of the worst men in our fleet.—In reply, Lord 
PALMERSTON said it was impossible to shut our eyes to the fact that the 
policy of France had been to get up a navy superior to that of England. 

If we wished to be friends with France we must keep in such «condition 
that our weakness should not invite attack; and, in respect to iron ships, 
we were not in that condition. ‘There was no ground for saying that the 
demand proposed in these estitaates was larger than the interests of the 
country required. Several votes were then agreed to. 

Surery.—Aamy Estimares. -(14.) Mr. T. G. Bante made the 
usual introductory statement, accompanied by details, of the numbers and 
several heads of expenditure of the Army. The number of men pro- 

sed for the current year was 146,044, exclusive of the force in the East 

indies, which would faise the aggregate number to 212,773. ‘The sum 
to be voted was £14,606,751. In the course of his speech he gave some 
interesting details relative to the Armstrong guns, and referred to recent 
improvements in their manufacture. He observed that a good deal had 
been said respecting the guns used during the recent operations in China. 
‘Those guns were inferior in range and in accuracy and in every way tothe 
12-pounders now issued. ‘They were hastily equipped, without any of the 
improvements which were now being applied, but still the practical test 
furnished of their efficiency was eminently satisfactory, and the manner in 
which they were worked did the greatest credit both to the officers and 
men engaged. He alluded to an article in the Mechanics’ Magazine, 
which purported to give an extract from the report of an officer who 
served in China (said to be Major Hay), but the information was quite 
inaccurate. The statement was that, though the Armstrong guns under 
the most favourable circumstances gave very accurate shooting, the 
casualties to our outlying riflemen were so serious that the guns had to be 
withdrawo at the most critical part of the action in which they. were 
engaged. There was, he observed, no foundation for this statement ; 
and he read extracts from reports of Captain Millward, who, writing after 
the disembarkation at Peh-tang, reported all the guns to be “in excellent 
pieeerration and fit for work,” and added, “this is the eighth time the 

attery has been embarked or landed since leaving England, each time in 
boats, mounted and dismounted, never once landed at a wharf, and at Odin 
Bay landed in a surf.” He concluded by proposing the vote for the num- 
ber of men proposed.—'The estimates were severely criticised by Mr. 
W. Williams, Colonel Dickson, and Mr. Henley, defended by Lord 
Palmerston, and ultimately the vote was agreed to. 

Barrisu Sussects in Japan.—Case or Mx. Moss.—(21.) Mr. Ale 
derman Satonons asked the Secretary of Siate fur Foreign Aflairs whether 
he could intorm the House of the circumstances under which a British 
subject had been tried at Kanagawa by a court composed of the Vice- 
Consul and three merchants as assessors ; whether the court so composed 
agreed in the decision come to, and whether the sentence pronounced by 
the Vice-Consul was fine, deportation from Japan, and three months? im- 
Prmonment at Hong Kong; and, lastly, whether the court at Hong Kong 

ad pronounced the imprisonment unjust and illegal, in consequence of 
which the British subject referred to had been discharged from imprison- 
ment.—Lord J, Russet said that the circumstances were briefly these :— 
Mr, Moss had gone out shooting, and had killed a wild goose or some 
other bird. On his way home, when he arrived at Kanawaga, he met 
certain persons employed by the police of that district, who advanced 
towards him with their ewords. He cocked his gun, and threatened 
to fire if they advanced; but some other persons behind, employed by the 
same authorities, took away his gun, which in the struggle went off, and 
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inflicted serious wounds on one or two persons who tried to take it from 
him. The Japanese seized him and carried him to a place of confine- 
ment, from which he was rescued by the British Vice-Consul, who took 
him to his own house. According to the Treaty and to the orders of 
Council he was there tried for the offence of having gone out with his 
mn, and also for the offence alleged by the Japanese, of having deliberately 
ired at those Japanese who were wounded. ‘The British Vice-Consul had 
two assessors for the purpote of this trial. It did not appear that the Vice- 
Consul thought Mr. Moss guilty of the crime alleged by the Japanese— 
namely, that he had fired deliberately at these persons—but the Vice- 
Consul referred to an order or notification, issued in 1859, to the effect 
that it was not lawful, according to Japanese laws and customs, either to 
carry firearms or to go out in pursuit of game without permission, and he 
also found that his resistance to the police authorities was likewise a viola. 
tion of the general order which had been given by the Government. The 
Vice-Consul, in consequence of these offences, condemned Mr. Moss to 
deportation from Japan, and also to pay 1,000 dollars as a fine. The two 
assessors refused to concur in the sentence, The matter was, therefore, 
referred to Mr. Alcock, who said that the two assessors were not competent 
in any way fo give an opinion on the guilt or innocence of the accused. 
Mr. Alcock thought the punishment too mild, and he added to it three 
months’ imprisonment at Hong Kong. Mr. Moss was accordingly sent 
to Hong Kong; but when he arrived there it was found that the warrant 
of the magistrate was informal. It professed to be given upon the au- 
thority of the order of Council, which order in Council was repealed, and 
there was not, therefore, any justification for the sentence of imprisonment. 
Mr. Moss was thereupon liberated, not at all upon the merits of the case, 
but from this technical defect. He was sorry to say that the conduct of 
Mr. Alcock on one side and the opinion of the British merchants on the 
other had led to a good deal of discussion and ill-blood in Japan. Mr. 
Alcock’s representation was that between the question of conforming to 
the Japanese laws and customs on the one hand, and a certain liberty to 
British subjects on the other, a line ought to be drawn; but he said that 
many of the British subjects in Japan thought themselves entitled to vio- 
late the laws of that country, whereby they excited on the part of the 
Japanese a great deal of resentment and complaint. The merchants, on 
the other hand, said it was absurd to suppose that all the Japanese customs, 
their mode of dress, and various other things were to be observed by Eng- 
lish residents. That might be perfectly true on their part, but he must 
say he thought that Mr. Alcock was quite right in saying that while on 
the one hand a fair liberty should be allowed to British merchants and 
others engaged in their common pursuits, yet that to set at defiance the 
laws and customs of the Japanese was a course of conduct that would 
lead to very serious results. ‘ith respect to the legal question, that must 
be re‘erred to the law officers of the Crown, and he could therefore offer 
no opinion upon it, nor could he give the papers until that opinion was 
given. These, however, were the facts, and he must say he should very 
much lament if the conduct of the English residents in Japan should neu- 
tralise the good effects which the active commerce springing up between 
the two countries could not fail to produce. 

Cuixa War Exrenprrure—(22.) Sir S. Nortucore called atten- 
tion tothe mode in which the vote of credit of 850,0U0/ for naval and 
military services in China for the year 1859-60 had been dealt with, and to 
the importance of regulating the system of dealing with the unexpended 
balances of votes for army and navy services. - General PEEL criticised 
the disbursement of the sum referred to, and supported the views of Sir S. 
Northcote.—Mr. PEEL gave explanations as to the expenditure of the 
vote of credit, professing himself unable to see how it could be alleged 
that there had been any misapplication of the vote.—The CHANCELLOR 
of the ExcHEQuer at considerable length defended the application of the 
money, and contended that all information respecting this war expenditure 
was essentially uncertain, and to say that giving that information tied up 
the hands of the Government—-the same as if half-a-million had been 
added to the vote for the army, and a quarter of a million to the vote for 
the navy—is a doctrine that would destroy voles of credit altogether. The 
Government must have a larger discretion in the application of the money 
between all the services engaged in the operations of the war. If the hon. 
peulioeys doctrine is a sound one, no such thing as votes of credit can 

asked of the House of Commons. He added that as the subject was to 
be referred to a committee, he would render every assistance in its dis- 
cussion. 


TEA anv Sucaa Duties—(22.) Mr. Grecson called attention to 
the Customs duties now levied on tea and sugar, and to suggest to the Go- 
‘vernment that they should take the subject into’ their early consideration. 
The hon. member proceeded to show that the duty on tea bore an undue 
Pesportion tothe value of the article. The value of tea as imported was 

s. Bd. per Ib., while the duty was no less than Is. 5d. per Ib., being more 
than 160 per cent. as compared with the value; while the Chinese ad- 
mitted our manufactured goods ut a duty of 5 percent. ‘The reduction 
of the duty, by increasing ie consumption, would be greatly to the advan- 
tage of the revenue, a3 had been shown by past experience. In 1846, 

fen the duty on tea was 23, 24d. per pound, we imported 47,000,000Ib. 
of tea, but last year, with the reduced duty of 1s, 5d., our imports of tea 
were 77,000,000Ib. In the case of sugar the same results took place. 

Tn 1842 the amount of sugar imported was 20,000 tons; Inst year it was 
not less than 400,000 tons. ‘This was clearly the result of the reduced 
duty on sugar. The CHANcELLor of the ExcHEQuER declined to enter 
into a discussion of any subject connected with the duties upon tea and 
sugar. The facts given asto the growth and the consumption of tea and 
sugar, and as to the trade with China, were facts of the highest interest 
and importance. To one administrative question, relating to the classifi- 
cation of the duty upon sugar, apart from the amount of the duty, he took 
occasion to refer, The subject embraced not merely the classification 
or non classification of the lower descriptions of sugar, but likewise whe- 
ther the uniformity of duty for which he would call is to be extended to 
tefined sugar or not, because the duty upon unrefined and refined sugar 
is amatter of degree just as much as the difference between different 
sugars of any other classes. This being so, he was not sanguine that the 
difficulty would within any reasonable time be entirely overcome. The

OF WHAT BENEFIT TO JAPAN HAVE THE NEW 
TREATIES, POLITICALLY, SOCIALLY, OR MORALLY 

BEEN ?—CosmruntcaTep

The French now appear on the scene, and their first reception in 1846 
was courteous, The same year Commodore Biddle, with two American 
men-of-war, visited U: to request formally the Japanese to open some 
of their ports to the whalers of the United States frequenting their seas, 
His request was answered by an edict, through the Dutch, that all foreign 
business must be done through the Dutch or the Chinese. Even up to 
1852 had Japan maintained its bold position of isolated policy. i 
expedition was actually ordered by the President of the United States, 
and yet it failed. Two years later the faint “no ” was to become a weaker 
“yes.” ‘The Portuguese had been expelled, the English, Russians, French, 
and Americans were each in their turn repulsed. True, no force had been 
ured; persuasion, reiterated endeavours, presents, promises, and all the 
moral power of five of the greatest countries in the world had tried to 
move the Japanese empire, in vain. She was deaf, or would not hear; 
and she referred her happy existence and present safe to all the tempting 
baits held out by unknown wanderers. “ She was content to bear those ie 
she had, snd fly from others that she knew not of.” 

But there is a Providence above who ordereth all things. He saw the 
ime was come, perhaps to gather all his sheep into one fold, and he puts 
a word into the minds of our rulers, and so it came to pass, 

We cannot honour the Portuguese privileges with the denomination or 
consequence of a Treaty, nor can the miserable existence and career of the 
Dutch at Firando and Decima be deemed worthy of auch a title. Captain 
Saris, on his visit to Yedo, obtained perhaps the nearest approach to esta- 
blish an honourable and reciprocal intercourse; but—“ palmam, qui 
meruit ferat,” it is to Mr. Fillmore, President of the United States, and 
Commodore Perry, that belongs the distinction and responsibility of 
having opened Japan to the five great Western Powers. ‘On March 31, 
1854, was signed at Kanagawa the first treaty of Japan : — each successive 
Power may have improved a little on the original text, but the importan- 
basis is American, Admiral Stirling, in 1855, obtained the same privit 
leges, it is true, but the pathway had been trodden down and the way 
opened. 

We all know the immediate rush which the other great powers made on 
the immolated victin—how, with eagle eye they saw their prey afar off, 
and how each bettered the other by fresh demands. A destructive vol- 
canic eruption, a decimating cholera at Yedo, and the death of an Em- 
peror, sealed and consecrated the treaties. ‘This was enough to make 
even Europeans tremble. What, then, must bave been the effect on the 
for-centuries-losed Japan and her people? | Stupor, awe, and & con- 
firmed conviction that her gods diappproved of the treaties. And yet, in 
1859, when the ports of Kanagawa, Hakodadi, and Nagasaki’ were 
opened, what did we find ? —the treaties had been made, and they would 
be recognised and held sacred. True, it was too late to recede. Force, 
such a force as the simple Japanese cannot even yet imagine, might have 
compelled them; but who would have been bold enough to strike the 
first blow ? All Christendom would have execrated the monster and his 
nation. 

The ports were opened, and preparations were made for the reception 
of the expected but undesired guests; in their ignorance of foreigners 
they knew not what to expect, they had all to leam, and their lesson, I 
fear, has been a rude one. I arrived in June at Nagasaki, my first news 
was that even then, the laws of Japan had been violated in one of its most 
sacred and severe ordinances. A Frenchman had carried to China a 
Japanese mistress. Here was the beginning. ‘These were Japan's new 
friends who pledged themselves to the observance of peace and amity, and 
to respect Japanese laws. All was new to Japan; we, that is our foreign 
community, most of them unscrupulous specimens of all the nations they 
claimed the protection of, wished and expected to find money exchanged 
teat Paris, Custom-houses ns well orgurteed a3 at London, ships as soon 
and as richly freighted as at New York or Liverpool. Patience was no 
word in the vocabulary of the new comers. Insults, threats, words of 
doubtful celebrity met the quiet and wonder-struck Japanese, as often 
as they endeavoured to pacify their indignant guests. 

When too much was exacted, and, while the attempted means of exac- 
tion were tried ineffectually, then the Japanese pride, not to be curbed by 
the presence of men of war representing all the flags of the favoured 
nations, was aroused, and complete stagnation of business ensued. Blame 
not the Japanese, the foreign community are alone to blame. No standard 
of exchange had been previously arranged, all the monies of the foreigners 
were new to the Japanese; there is but one power in Japan to settle these 
matters, and that power is at Yedo. The currency question is referred to 
that capital, and by the energy, tact, and patience of our Minister, aided 
by his colleagues, it was, at last, factorily assured. 

What then! Merchants, or men calling themselves so, owning only 
some thousand dollars, put down applications for millions, under the 
gentlemanly names of “ Nonsense,” “ Snooks," “Jack Ketch,” “ Walker,” 
“ Brown,” “Jones,” and * Robinson.” Our minister nobly and instantly 
branded this outrage on the oelicary and respect due to the panic struc! 
officials with the epithets such ignoble conduct justly merited. Yet these 
were the men whom the unknown millions of Japan were to receive and 
welcome! They asked from the treasury of Kanagawa, on the 2nd Nov. 
1859, only four months after the opening of the port, exchange in itzabous 
for 1,200,668,778,244,601,066,953 dollars !!_ Quel horreur / Was this 
fair, was this honourable, was this the way to win them over? —to 
wring out of them a treaty, and then insult them in their own treasury 
and in the presence of their officials? Mockery has its limits, even where 
ignorance is speechless; patience and good breeding may support, but 
cannot pardon ridicule and coarseness. Can they like or respect such 
specimens of their new friends? Surely not. 

What followed? No mint could meet such exorbitant demands. Paris, 
London, New York—all the capitals united, could not have supplied these 
exigencies. Exchange was stopped—then trade ; then idleness on the part of 
the foreigners. On the part of the Japanese, one feeling predominated and 
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still predominates—a regret that they conceded a treaty to the Americans, 
a bitter repentance of the signatures of 1854, which the voice of their 
gods told them plainly was the death-warrant of their former bliss and 
contentment. Japanese have gained nothing! They have sold gold 
at 100 per cent. profit to the foreigner—they have received a few pre- 
‘sents —but they are sick of us, and view with wonder no more our fleets, 
our arms, or ourselves. They may have bought a few yards of dannel, a 
few bales of Manchester goods, a few toys ; in exchange they have offered 
us, at indescribable profit, nearly all they have to offer. So punctilious 
are they in carrying out the treaties, so ready are we to profit by their 
generosity and abuse their confidence! 

They have been insulted; they have revenged themselves. Blood has 
reddened the Japanese sword, and yet we, unmindful of the provocation, 
already cry for vengeance. We are the lambs, the Japanese the butchers. 
Believe it not, my friends in England and France! ‘The Japanese are a 
race worthy of our esteem and affection. The foreigners they have to 
meet with have disappointed and wounded them in their pride, their 
sensibility, their institutions, their habits, their hopes, and their desires. 
Pause, then, England and France, ere you order one gun to be fired on a 
Japanese! Passion may be didicult to control, but history will not be the 
less severe. 

Thus, then, I have attempted to prove that Japan has gained nothing 
politically, socially, or morally from the treaties with foreigners. Sup- 
Port. me ye who think as Ido—examine kindly once more ye who doubt 
or disagree with me—and tell me where have you seen the social benefits 
conferred by uson Japan? As merchants we have our end before us. and 
with patience, time, and honour we may succeed, but as Christians, 
what have we not to do? This is a task which Heaven imposed on 
when the Little Lee steamed into Yedo with the present of Queen Vic- 
toria. Commerce must come, commerce will come, but if the pro- 
ducts of this land are to be obtained only by blood and treachery— 
what good have we done it? 

The future of Japan is yet before us—but all who look can sce but one | 
crisis, The Japanese are proud, brave, and courteous, they have been 














wantonly insulted in their pride, tempted too often to show their courage, 
and, moreover, often treated with contempt by their inferiors, both in man- 
ner and respectability. More than half Japan (nearly all the Diamios 
and nobles) were and are opposed to the treaties. They are ever at hand 
topress the Government to expel the hated stranger from their shores. They 
are said to direct the murders which have taken pluce at Yukohama, in 
order that the foreigner may attempt revenge and demand redress from 
the Government, and then let me not think of it !—either Japan ceases to 
exist or the treaties will be waste paper. CP.H. {| 
P.S.—The late events at Kanagawa and the forcible arrest of Mr. 
Moss and Mr. Telge, forms a new phase in our relations, and must be 
reserved for a future communication.

“TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 

“ Sir,—Having read in The Times of the 11th that a medal is to be 
given for the war in China, with clasps for Canton, Taku, and Peking, I 
beg to suggest that a clasp should also be bestowed on the officers and 
men actually engaged in the action at Fatshan, on the Ist of June, 1857, 
under the command of Sir Michael Seymour and Commodore Keppel. 
It was a most dashing affair, well carried out, and attended with the most 
complete success under very great ditficulties, The force engaged con- 
sisted of about 1,400 officers and men, and the cost of the clasp to per- 
petuate this brilliant boat action would not exceed the sum of £150, 
which Tam sure would be granted with pleasure by the country.— Your 
obedient servant, FaTsHan.” 

The Times contains the following notice of gunboats and China :— 
« Letters received from the gunboat Janus, datedat Hope Sound, January 15, 
state that she had been driven on shore on the 19th of December, during 
rough weather, by a junk driving down athwart-hawse of the Janus, at 3 A.at. 
that day. At low water the crew could walk round the ship. Every- 
thing possible to remove was taken out of the vessel, but it was the 28th 
of December before she was got afloat again. The weather was exceed- 
ingly severe, the thermometer having been down to 20 degrees below 
freezing point. Several of the crew had their hands very much frost- 
bitten. The Clown gunboat had been driven on shore at the mouth of 
the Peiho, and was not expected to be got off before spring, even if they 
succeeded in doing so then. It was reported among the squadron, 
that the officers and crews of the gunboats would proceed to England in 
other vessels, the gunboats receiving necessary repairs at Hong Kong, and 
fresh crews sent out to them from England.” 

‘The screw steam gun-vessel Fenguin, 5, tender to the frigate Narcissus, 
51, Captain Risk, flag of Sir Baldwin Walker, has left Plymouth Sound. 
under canvass for the Cape of Good Hope.

CHARTERED DANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA. 

At a meeting of the shareholders of this Bank yesterday, the 
report presented showed a profit on the past year’s transactions 
of £45,552, from which the sum of £5,000 was added to the 
reserved fund, and a dividend of 3 per cent. for the half-year 
was declared. The necessary steps will be taken to procure 
the sanction of Government to issue Bank notes at Singapore. 


The great spring sale of coffee of the Netherlands’ Commer- 
cial Society has been fixed to take place at Rotterdam on the 
17th April, and the quantity to be offered is 462,327 bags, 

The Government gnarantce has been fully confirmed to the 
Red Sea Telegraph Company, but no steps have been taken to 
despatch new cables to repair the damages oxisting in the line, 
which, as before stated, are believed to be comparatively trifing, 

Intelligence has been seceived from the vessels in the Medi- 
terranean engaged in the survey of the route for the telegraphic 
line from Malta to Alexandria, to the effect that no impediments 
exist to the laying of the cable. The Rangoon and Malacca 
are proceeding with their fittings at Greenwich to convey the 
cable. 

The directors of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China have convened a meeting for the purpose of declaring a 
dividend, and also for obtaining the authority from the pro- 
prietors to apply to her Majesty’s Treasury for permission to 
issue notes payable to bearer on demand at Singapore. 

India Loan Scrip has not maintained the late advance, a 
relapse having taken plice from 100} to 100}. There have 
been some extensive sales of India bonds, apparently on bank- 
ing account, and the price has receded to 80s. to 20s. discount. 
Exchequer bills have been also pressed for sale, and the bills due 
in June are quoted at 15s. to 10s, discount. 

The suspension was announced on 23rd of the old Fast India 
firm of J. G. Behrends and Co, with liabilities for about 
£40,000. Mr, Behrends was struck by paralysis last December, 
and his recovery being slow, it is considered necessary to wind 
up the business, its details at the time of the affliction being 
entirely in his hands, his partner having been only recently in- 
troduced. 

The following on the line of telegraph to India is from The 
Times’ City article :-— 

‘The question of the Euphrates telegraph to India was admitted in bottr 
Houses of Parliament by members of the present and past Government 
to be the most feasibie, speedy. and economical route, but which was 
abandoned in favour of the costly Red Sea project through an official 
breach of faith, almost as deplorable as that committed by the Derby:
